HO” it happens to be an Advan- 
tage, that at preſent I may own, 
and which none can deny me, to 
have been the fri, who, as I was 
as happy to Foreſee, was alſo as 
Toneft to Forewarn Our Court here, of the Ab- 
ſolute Neceſſity of Our then Breaking with the 
Czar; yet certain it 1s, that, as well this, as 
my paſt * U/age on that Head, would fill 
have remain'd a Secret on my part, if, as at 
this Funiture, 1t were not, that even our M7- 
niſtry, for a Vindication of their Preſent Mea- 


ſures, have made it unavoidable to Diſcloſe | 


theſe Circumſtances: |} It not being of my 
Province to enquire, how #e are brought 
into a Rupture with the Muſcovite? I am on- 
ly to take it here, as the recent Renewal of 
Our Alliance with Sweden, makes it a Matter 
unqueſtionabic, that ſuch is attually now Oar 
Caſe. If then, amongſt the many other Y//e 
Ends of Our Miniſtry's Preſent Mcaſures againſt 
the Czar, ir may alfo be allow'd, that the 
Removing that Frince again out of the Baltick, 
is their Chicf End? 1 am hopeful, that in 
Reſuming only the Reaſons which I had for- 
merly offered, fo far to Vindicate our Mini- 
fery's preſent Meaſures, to the Publick, as 
that the following Paper muſt, methinks, 
make it clear, that no more the Intereſt of Our 
Britiſh Trade, than that of our State, can ſuf- 
fer the Czar to have a Fleet, if needs muſt be 
ſhould retain a Sea-port, in the Baltick. 

That the Jntere/# of Our Britiin Trade does 
Demand the Czar's being again Shut out of the 
Baltick, will appear from the following Cor- 
ſiderations. But, as the low Opinion, that 
but too many have entertain'd of that Traf- 
fick, may have hitherto made *cm leſs con- 
cern'd, with what might be the Conſequences 
of the Czar's returning again to get a Footing 
in thoſe Seas, I muſt, before entring farther 
into this Matter, here obſerve, that as * Trad? 
is become the very Life of Our State, and 
what Food 1s to Life, ſuch are Naval Stores 
to a Fleet, without which there can be no 
Trade: If this is fo, it will alſo be found,

for preventing the Elezoral Prince of 
Saxony becoming Roman Catholick. 

{#1 don't by this Paper pretend to 
forecloſe the Miniſtry of that Applauſe 
muſt be due to them, from the Pub- 
lick, when they ſhall ſatisfy us, as to 
what the Motives were, which made 
them , *till but as Yeſterday, ftraiten 
the Swede in every thing, tho then Our 
Ally as much as now ? Or ftrengthen 
by all the ways they could the Czar, 
tho' under no Tye, but barely that of 
Amity with Great-Britain? Or if it be 
more adviſeable to Engage Us in a War 
with the Czar, when already Plung'd 


- in another with Span, than when in a 


deep Peace with all Our Neighbours ? 
Or whether it is better'to Engage Our 
Nation alone with the Czar, than in 
Concutrence with the D#:ch, who are 
equally, if not more concern'd than 
we, for Bread Cori, as well as Nayal 
Stores ?

diſpenſably | Neeaful, and may not improperly 
be term'd The * Sacra Embole of Great-Bri- 
tain, as being its chiefeſt Foreign Want, for 
the Support of all Oar other Trade, and Our 
Safety at Home. 

I muſt yet premiſe this farther Remark, 
that as Yoollen Manufatures and Minerals are 
the Staple Commodities of Great-Britainz io 
are likewiſe Naval Stores thoſe of all Muſcovy 
in this Corner of Europe, as alſo of all thoſe 
very Provinces in the Baltick, which the Czar 
has ſo lately Jrefled from the Crown of 

_ Sweden. 

To make hereafter no Digreſſion in the 
following Diſcuſſion, I ſhall add but one Ob- 
{ſerve more, which 1s, that *rill the Czar, as 
1s well known, had Over-run thoſe ſaid Pro- 
vinces in the Baltick, Archangel i» the White 
Sea was the ſole Mart and Staple of all Muf- 
covy on this fide of Furope 3 as being the 
Single Sea Port that Muſcory then had oz 
this fide of Europe: And, for Our great 
great Good Luck here, as it were, bya Fixt 
Decree of Nature, the Port of Archangel is 
only acceſſible for three Months in the Year, 
or, what they call Open-Water, and Free 
from Ice, from the Middle of Zune, *till that 
of September. From thence it was, that firſt 
* Je, and afterwards all Forezgners, could 
Carry Our Commodities thither z and in that 
above Space of Time Get away from that 
Harbour, with the Returns of what we had 
Imported thither. This the Muſcovite-Mer- 

chant $ubjef never could doz becauſe, that 
when he ſhould have attempted to Carry out 
the Produce of his own Country, to any Fo- 
reign Market of ogg 6 , the /ce muſt have 
Block'd up his Way, before he could Return 
Home in thar Year. 

I come at laſt to the Reaſon, which moy'd 
me firſt to conceive, and which are ſtill of 
Weight with me, that The Intereſt of the Bri- 

. tiſh Trade cannot ſuffer the Czar to Retain a 

Sea Port in the Paltick. 'The three Cafes, 
- which are all that can be preſum'd, how thoſe 
Provinces can be Allotted, will make this plain. 

For, firſt, ſhould We ſuppoſe, that thoſe 
Provinces were again Reſtored to the Crown 
of Sweden, then, beſides the happy Expe- 
rience that We have had, for near 100 Years 
together, of the great Adyantages which ac- 
crued in the way of Trade to Our Merchant 
Subjects, whereof there are not a few till 
Living here, who Rais'd very conſiderable 
Fortunes in thoſe Parts, I ſhall here aſſign the

priv'd of all the valuable Privileges 
which for along time after we enjoy'd 
there, excluſive of all other Nations. 
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Grounds, why this Trade ſhould be ill alike 


Gainful to Us. | 

As, That the more * Markets there are, for ſup- 
plying any T Demand, the more ealy and cheaper 
muſt be the Purchaſe of that Commodzty. 

'The next is, that thoſe Provinces and Ports 
being in the Poſſeſſion of the Swede, he can ne- 
ver poſlibly engroſs the Trade from our Subjects 
therez becauſe thoſe Sea Ports, in the Hands 
of the Swede, are but ſo many Thorough- Fares, 
from whence theſe Commodities are Utter'd 
whereas the Places of their Produce or Manufa-= 
ure lye behind thoſe Ports, and are in the Dg- 
minions of the Crar. 

Wh hat has been faid in the above Ca/e will 
alſo hold good in the ſecond, where we'll ſup- 
poſe thoſe Provinces afſign'd to any other third 
Potentate, the Czar and Swede excluded : And 
the only Reaſon to be added here is, what by the 
by ought by no means to be Jaid in the Scale 
againſt the more Weighty Intereſts of State, * 
which ſhould incline us to prevent their ever 
being Allotted to any third Power. However it 
is this, that Merchants hold it fora Maxim, that 
where there are more Markets, for one and the 
ſelf ſame Commodity, wherewith they want to 
be ſupply'd, they would rather thole Markets 
were each under Different Dominions, than all 
under one. Which I need not farther explain, 


than that they have room to think, that each of 


thoſe States would Vie with the other's, to Re- 
commend his Market above the reſt, for the En- 
couragement of Foreigners. 

Now, as to the Conſequence, that mul ab 
tend our Britiſh Trade in the third Cafe, if the 
Czar ſhould be allow'd to retain thoſe Provm- 
ces in the Baltick, of a Multitude of Reaſons, 
which every Thinking Man may ſuggeſt to him- 
{elf on this Ifſue, and that Time muſt ftill more 
and more let us into, I ſhall but here fingle out 
theſe following. 5 

That any Sea Port which is left to the Czar 
in the Baltick, 1s no more, as in the above two 
Caſes, a Thorough-Fare, but a peculiar Magazine 
of the Muſcovite's own Commodities, which his 
Subjects fill with the Produce and Manufatures 
of; and that they bring from the Inland Coun- 
tries of the Czar's own Dominions, to thoſe faid 
Sea Ports. | 

That having already Archangel in the J/hite 
Sea, to that if he ſhould obtain but any one Sea 
Port in the Baltick, were to put no leſs in his 
Hands, than * the 7wo Keys of the General Maga= 
Zine of all the Naval Stores in Europe: Being 
it is known, that, whether the Dane, Swede, 
Pole, or Pruſſian, neither of theſe Princes have 
but ſingle and diſtin&t Branches of thoſe Com 
modities, 1n their ſeyeral Dominions,

Charge we have already been at, whilſt 
undetermin'd how they ſhall be allotted.

If therefore no ſound Policy can juſtify Us, 
who cither knew, or might have known, that 
the Czar had alrcady got ſuch large Advantages 
over Us in the Supply of what /e cannot be 
without z what Edge mult it ſet on Our Endea- 
vours, to have the Muſcovite remov'd from the 
Baltick, when it is tarther confider'd, that even 
at Peterſburgh, the Port which lies the Higheſt 
up in the Baltick, * there's at leaſt from fix to 
eight Months of Open-Water : Time more than 
enough, for the Muſcovite Subjefts to Carry 
out their own Commodities to any Market in Eu- 
rope, and bring back their Returns im that Year. 
So that I ſubmit to any impartial Judge, 1f 1 
have not from the above, ſufficiently prov'd, that 
it is every way for the Intereſt of our Trade, that 
the Crar-be ſhut out from the Baltick. Unleſs 
any can be ſo unreaſonable to hope, that the Czar, 


or any other well advis'd Prince would ſuffer Us, 


or any Foreign Nation whatever, to continue to 
fetch away his Staple-Commodities, Cheaper than 
What his own Subjefts can _ Us 'em here to 
Our Doors: And yet, if Fe thould not conti- 
nue to conſerve to Ourſeives the former Advan- 
tages and Facilities, that Fe have hitherto had 
in that Commerce, fo as tobe the Carriers of Our 
own Naval Stores, W here is Our Fleet? Or 


indeed, where is the Security for all Our Trade © 


to any part of the Earth beſides? 

If then it is granted, that the xzereſ# of our 
Britiſh Trade. requires fo exciude the Czar from 
the Baltick, I hope from the following Refle- 


fions to make it as evident, that tbe Intereſt of 
Our Stute ouglit to be no Ic a Spur to quicken 


Us to that Attempr. 

By the Intereſt of Our State, I would be un- 
derſtood to mean, neither zhe Party Meaſures of 
a Miniftry, nor any Foreign Motives of a Court ; 
but preciſely what is, and for ever mult be the 
immediate Concern, either for the Safety, Eaſe, 


Dignity, or Emolument, of as well the Crown, 


as the Common-Heal of Britain, as Great-Pri- 
Zain : In which laſt Senſe, I preſume it will al- 
ſo be allow'd to me, that from the earlieſt Pe- 
riod of Our Naval Power, Britain, as Great- 
Britain, has ſtill lookt upon a juft Balance be- 
tween the Northern Powers to be a Fundamental 
Tntereſt of her State. 

Not to go far back, I ſhall begin with az 
ſnſtance, which 1s no leſs Glorious to His pre- 
ſent Mes than what muſt alſo convince Us 
of the Wiſdom and Foreſight of Our then Truly 
Britiſh Stateſmen, which is the Peace at Stal- 
bowa in the Year 1617; of which Treaty, the 
King's Great-Grand-father, James the Firſt of 
Britain was Mediator , and that Great Prince, well 


 toreſceing, and willing to obviate the Miſchief 
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* And at Nerva, Revel, Pernau, or 
Riga, there's ſtill a longer Seaſon of 
Open-Water ; infomuch that at the 
Jaſt of theſe the Port is acceſſible from 
March to November, 
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that muſt enſuc, from having any more Maritin: 
Powers, beſides thoſe of the Swede and Dane, 
did thereby oblige the M#/covite to give up all the 
faid Provinces, which the then Czar was poſleſs'd 
of in the Baltick, and as for ever Shut out from 
thoſe Seas, Reduc'd his Czariſh Majeſty to be 
barely an [nland Power on this Side of Europe. 

That, in all the ſeveral Revolutions which have 
happen'd in thoſe Parts ever fince, fuch as that 
of but a bare Attempt of * zhe Houſe of Auſtria, 
to ger only a __ Inlet into the Baltick. Or 
what not long thereafter happen'd to the then 
Dake T of Courland, for Drawing together but 
a few Ships of War, and that rather tor the pro- 
tection of his own Trade, than that he could there- 
by give any great Jealouſy of his Power in thoſe 
Sezs. And even what befel the 4 Crown of Po- 
land it ſelf, who, beſides its being in thoſe Days 
by far the Mighticſt of any of the Northern 
Powers, had then a long Stretch of Coaſt on, 
and ſome Ports inthe Baltzick, Ifay, that either 
in one or all theſe Caſes, or what has happen'd 
ſince, when the Swediſh Power gave Us ſome 
Uneaſineſs there; yet it never enter'd into the 
Minds of the Polzticians of thoſe Times, in order 
to bring the Scaleagain to rights, to find out the 
happy Expedient of raiſing a third F Naval Power 
in thoſe Seas, for framing ajuſter Balance in the 
Baltick. 

That Poſterity will be under ſome Difficulty to 
believe, thar this could be the York of any of zhe 
Perſons now in Power ; ſeeing if there is an 
* ſhining Character of a rue Britiſh Whig in all 
our Hiſtory, it is certainly inan /zftance that they 
gave the World at their Loweft Ebb, in keeping 
up the Honour of Our Country, by retrieving the 
then Inequality of the Balzace of Power in the 
Baltick, whereof the Trcaty of Roſchild muſt be 
a laſting Monument. 

That the ſureſt Proot which can be given of that 
happy Corner Stone laid in the Treaty of Stolbowa, 
is, that that ſingle A7mament, in order to ob- 
tain the Peace of Roſchild, has been the F only 
Expence worthy of Notice, Ye have ever ſince 


been put to, for Retrieving the Exorbitancy of 


any of the Naval Powers in the Baltick. Now, 
on the other Side, would an Honeft Briton but 
caſt up a fair Account of what it had already ftood 
Our Country, as well by the * Captures of Our 
Merchant Ships, as the Loſs of Our Men of War, 
or the [mmenſe Charge of the Large Squadrons 
He have yearly ſent into the Baltick, ſince the 
Muſcovites had a Footing there ; methinks, that 
the amazing Balance, that will be found, between 
the Expence of that Equipment, for our procuring 
the Peace at Roſchild, and what it has coft Us in 
that very ſhort Time the Muſcovite has been ſuffer'd

| Unleſs one would wrangle, for that 
Fire of Straw was kindled by the Dane 
in our own Days, and was as ſpeedily 
quencht by Sir George Rook, in the 
Treaty of Copenhagen. 


* How true it is I won't ſay, but | 
have often been very ſenſibly touch'd, 
in hearing thoſe unfortunate People 
ſpeak freely their Complaints ; as, that 
it were the Muſcovites, and not the 
Swedes had taken their Ships, by his 
being permitted to carry the Staple 
from Archangel to Peterſburgh ; and 
that we had open'd that new Channel of 
Trade to the Czar ſolely at our own Ex- 
pence, and without any Riſque to him. 

| However

ts Neſtle inthe Baltick, wouldenough Perſuade 
any, that there can, for Our Quiet and Advan- 
tage, be no ſuch . Solid Foundation for a Stable 
Peace in the North as that of the faid Treaty 
in 1617. 

Im tht have concluded here, as believing that 
few will have gone ſofar inthis Paper, without 
being fatisfy'd, that it's neither for the Intereſt of 
Our Trade or State, that the Muſcovite ſhould 
retain a Footing in the Baltick ; but as ſuch ma 
be the preſent Situation of our Aﬀairs, as that it 18 
now more difficult to Retrieve, than it 1s here to 
Remonſtrate the Advantages we have Loft by not 


Curbing when it was more caly the Growth of the 


Muſcovite Power : And as I have nothing in 
View, but to promote, in ſo far asI can, what 
may make for the Common Good, I will here take 


the Freedom humbly to offer an * Expedient, 


which I can't but conceive may prove the moſt 
Effeftual for the Peace of the North, and for the 
future Advantage of Our Trade, and Dnier of 
Our State. 

W hich in fine is, to obviate every Objettion 
of uſing the Czar worſe, than any Sovereign 
Prince may expett, in precluding his Hopes of 
being ever more than an [land Power on this 
fide of Europe : That, if then Ye ſhould find 
it conſiſtent with the Welfare of Our Srate, 
that the Mu/covite muſt have an /zlet into the 
Baltick, as having, of all the Princes of Europe, 
a Country that can be made the moſt beneficial 
to its Prince, by Uttering its Produce to Foreign 
Markets; in this Caſe it were but reaſonable to 
expect on the other hand, that in return for 


our Complying ſo far with his /zzteref?, for the 


Improvement of his Country, His Czarifh Ma- 


Jeſty, on his part, ſhould Demand nothing, that, 


at leaſt may tend to the Diſturbance of another ; 
and therefore contenting himſelf with Ships of 
Trade, ſhould Demand none of War. 


I ſhallnot for this, give an Inflance of a Repub- 


Hick of Genoa, or another, in the Baltick it ſelf, of 
a Duke of Courland; but will afſign thoſe of 
Poland and of Prufia, who, Tf tho' both now 
Crown'd Heads, have ever contented themſelves 
with the Freedom of an Open Traffick, without 
inſiſting on a Fleez. 

Precedents being Laws that Princes have not 
yet exempted themſelves from, and what I have 
offer'd, being of Crown'd Heads, axeſuch as one 
would expcct, that this Prince would Defer to, 
as being no wiſe Derogatory to His Czariſh 
Majeſty : But Inſtances are the leſs needful, when, 
beſides the Motive of Peace, it cannot alſo eſcape 
a Prince of fo Tranſcendent Good Unde ing, 
that ever an Inlet in the Baltick for Trade, 1s 
much beyond what He could morally haye pro- 


mm1Q?d 


However as our Alliance with Swe- 
den is now happily Renew d, and all 
Pretenfioas mutually Liquidated, there 
i3 no room to doubt, but that Care 1s, 
or will be taken that theſe Our Mer- 
chants Subjeas, who were then Suffe- 
rers by ſuch Captures, ſhai] be fully re- 
dreſs'd: Which will be a Precedent of 
no ſmall Comfort to thoſe of the South 
Sea Company here, to obtain the like 
Redreſs for their late Lofles, on the 


 Iſſne of an approaching Peace with 


Spain. 


* I may the rather be ajlowed to of- 
fer this Expedient, that I can with 
Truth, as well refer to Mr. Ofterman, 
as to others of a higher Rank at the 
Czar's Court, that I ftill told 'em, in 
diſcourſing over the Expedients they 
had then ſuggeſted, and which have 
ſince been made. publick by the Con- 
greſs at Ahland; that to make a laſting 
Peace between the Czar their Maſter 
and the Crown of Sweden, that they 
ſhould never make Revel the Subje& of 
Negotiation, as what | made 'em ob- 
ſerve, was impoſſible for the Swede to 
yield up; unleſs that Crown muſt de- 
pend on the Czar, no lefs for the Sub- 


fiſtence of its Country, than for the 


Safety of their Fleet. And that as [ 
found 'em reply, that, without Revel, 
the Czar could alſo have no uſe of his 
Fleet; which is, indeed, true, and I 
have made appear in my ſaid Repre- 
ſentation: All I then contented my 
ſelf to ſay, was, that 1 alſo foreſaw, 
the Czar muſt continue the War, 'ti}l 
the Swede might be reduced, as a Duke 


_ of Courland, to have Freedsm of Trade, 


but no Fleet. | 


7 I have willingly avoided the giving 
of other Inſtances here, or the entring 
into the other Views of the Czar, buc 
as theſe may immediately affett the In- 
tereſt of Great-Britain: My Relation 
has enough diſcover'd his Aim: as to 
other States, and even as to the Em- 
ptre, tho' an Inland Power, that he of- 
fer'd to annex ELivoria to it as an Ele- 
Etorate, ſo that he could but be admit- 
ted as an Elecor, 

As to his Ambition in Titles of Dig- 
nity, my Relation will confirm, what 
we fee in his late Declaration againſt 
Sweden, and that the Czar now aſſumes 
the Title of Autocrator ; becauſe 1 my 
ſelf told the Gentlemen, who came for

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mis'd himſelf, not yet fo long ago, on the Iſſue 


of this War with Sweden ; One rmay be bold to. 
ay, that Inffting on more than this, is but. 


Perſfifting ma War. 

W hercfore, ſhould we not be ſo happy to ſee, 
that this or ſome other Healing Temperament of 
the like nature can have Ingrels with is Czariſh 
Majeſiy, T muſt confeſs, as I ever took it to bean 
Expeaient of that kind, which, beſides carrying 
its Guarantee in itſelf, or what aging * mul 
come into, according as may be the Muſcovite's 
Deportment, as to Our Intereſ#; that then Ye 
ſhafl have nothing to regret, but the T;ze Weloſt 
to Exert all the Means that Heaven has made Us 
Maſter of, to Reduce him to a Peace, that can be 
no longer Stable there, thanas it is Advantageous 
Zo Great Britain. 


And if needs muſt, that this ſhould happen to 


'be the Caſe of Great Britain with the Czar, it 


ought, methinks, no leſs to Animate Our Mz- 
ziſiry, to purſue their preſent Meaſures, thanſure 
it muſt Fire * with Indignation the Breaſt of 
every Honeft Briton, that a Czar of Muſcovy, who 
owes his Naval Skill but to Our F Inflrution, 
and his Grandeur to Our + Forbearance, ſhould fo 
ſoon deny to Great Britain the Terms, which fo 
tew Years ago, he was fainto Take up with from 
the | Port. 

Thus I have gone through the ſeveral Heads, 
which I propos'd to ſpeak to, for the Vindication 
of our preſent Meaſures againſi the Czar, in ſup- 
poſing, that Time mutt confirm us, that his 
Expulfion from the Baltick is now the Principal 
End of Our Miniſtry z when the Publick, as Iam 


apttothink, will allow, that it is made evident in 


the above, that, as well from the Nature as the 
Neceflity, which Our Nation lies under as to the 
Northern Trade, that We cannot ſuffer the Czar 
to retain ſo large a Share of it in his Hands as he 
now does. That, to the contrary, *tis eve 

way Our [ntereſt to have the Swede reſtored to 
thoſe Provinces which the Muſcovite has Wreſted 
from that Crown in the Baltick. That from 


| Reaſon, as well as paſt Experience, and what 


We already ſee at this Day, that Great Bri- 
tain can no longer hold the Balance in thoſe 
Seas, than that We have Rais'd the Muſcovite 
to be a Maritim Power there. * And that the 
ſureſt Foundation for any Stable Peace in the 
North is, that of the Treaty of Szolbowa.

I am not to fay how reluctant we 
would be to acknowledge that Title, 
fince we have already made an Am- 
baſſador treat him with the Title of 
Emperor, which the Swede has never 
yet condelcenided to; and which, as a 
true Briton, I my ſelf never did.

guage, ſignifies Great King or Emperor, their Territories having Sovereign Prin- 
ces or Kings of their own. Jacquin, ſoon after this great and fignal ViRory, 
ſubmitted to the Conqueror, and Whidah has been fince ſubdued by his Arms;

Your African Company, of which we underftand you are the 
Chief, we are inform'd, dq not trade ſo much as uſually, by Rea- 
ſon they want the Friendſhip and Encouragement as formerly they 
had from your Predeceflors, but now hope and beg you will pro- 
mote Trade to theſe Parts, and they ſhall find much better Uſage 
and Treatment than they did in the Reign of the arbitrary King 
or Emperor of Ardah and Facquin, &c. | 


I am mightily ſurprized at one Thing this white Man tells me, 
amongſt others, which is, that hereafter there will be a Reſtitution 
of all Things; no more Wars, no more Trade, and no more Peo- 
ple.

But we think 1t very ſtrange that your God, Laws and Cuftoms, 
confine ſo great a King to one Wife, and that the Women have, 
and are allowed ſo much Power as we hear they are, even to reign 
over Men ; but no more of that, Cuſto:ns of Countries differ. 


This white Man we have detain'd near theſe three Years, to 
inform us, as much as he could, of your Manners, Cuſtoms and 
Laws, and withal, ti}} I had ſabdu'd other petty Kingdoms, and 
made my {elf ſole Monarch down to the Sea; and then in Land, 
I have work enough for many Years, ſo that there neither will, 
nor ſhall, be any Want of Slaves, 


I have yet that proud King and People of Whidah to ſubdue, 
who vainly think themſelves above my Power, but I will let 
them ſee that there is no withſtanding the Daubhomains, unleſs 
their own Gods fight againſt them. 


By this white Man's Means and Perſuafions, T have deſiſted 
for this Year paſt, and have likewiſe forborn going againſt the 
Facquins, who have ſince ſubmitted themſelves, and become Trie 
butary to me, he telling me, that it would be a Diſcouragement 
to Trade, and I ſhould frighten away the white Men, for whom 
I have a great Value. But now I find I have no Way to bring 
the Whidahs under, but by Force; it muſt be done, and when I 
ſend my Generals and Captains of War upon an Errand, they 
muſt not come back without Succeſs, 
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My Grandfather was no Warriour, and only enlarged his Do+ 
minions by conquering one Kingdom ; my Father nine; but m 
Brother fought ſeventy five Battles, in which he ſubdued ſeveral 
petty Kingdoms; and my ſelf have fought two hundred and nine, 
in which I ſubdued many great Kings and Kingdoms, ſome of 
which are continually revolting, and keep me employed, 
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By Computation I can ſend near five hundred thoufand armed 
and well skilled Men to- Battle, that being what all my Subjeds 
are bred to; but the Women ſtay at Home to plant and manure 
the Earth, 1 alſo keep a ſufficient Number of armed Forces about 
me, leaſt I ſhould be attacked or ſurprized, from the Northward, 
Eaſtward or Weſtward, and my Army gone to the Southward. 


Both I and my Predeceſſors were, and are great Admirers of

When I ſend my Forces againſt Vhidab, as I fully purpoſe to 
do; I ſhall give orders to my Generals to take care not to hurt any 
of the White Men, Goods, or Perſons; if they keep in ther For: 
and Fafory, but if they come in a Warlike manner to afſiſt the 


King and People, and happen to be killed or wounded, you muſt 
not blame Me, or my People. 


This White Min will inform your Merchants, Traders to my 


Country, what I deſire and is fit for me, for there is nothing ſo 


Coſtly, Rich, and Fine, but what I will purchaſe even to a thou- 
fand Slaves for any ſingle Thing, that may be worth it; He knows 
what IT like beſides the common Comodities, as Guns, Powder, 
Cowries, (which is our Money) ©c. _ 


\ For, as I hear you are the Greateſt of White Kings, ſo I think 
my ſelf the Greateſt of Black Ones, an Emperor having now fo 
many Kings under me, who durſt not come into my Preſence 
without falling flat on the Ground, and rubbing their Mouths 


* Taking the moſt ſolemn Oaths of the Country;-or Swearing by the Gods im- 
precating their Curſe or Vengeance if forſworn, = 
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mie times in the Duſt, before they open them to Speak to-me ; 
and when I confer any Dignitics or Favours on them, wipe the 
Sotes of my Feet with the Hair of their Heads, throwing Duſt 
over themſe]ves, and making the very Skies ring with their, and 
their People's Acclamations, But this only, as to my own People 
and Subjeas; as to the white Man, he always fate in a Chair in 
my Preſence, as I did, and I always ſhewed him the ſame Compli- 
ments as he ſhewed me, and ſhall continue to all white Men the 
ſame, according to their Stations. 


My Cuſtoms differ very much from thoſe of the Kings of Ardah; 
for they, after being made Kings, never went out of Doors, or 
abroad, to be ſeen by the common People, but always indulged and 
diverted themſelves in the {mill compaſs of their Palace amongſt 
their Wives, who were under the Care, at other times, of their 
Eunuchs; and at the Conqueſt of that Country, I took ſeveral of 
them along with their Wives. The Women I thought good to 
add to my Own, as we eſteem our ſelves and are Jooked upon 
by all neighbouring Nations, the greater or richer, the more we 
have, But as to the Eunuchs (a uſeleſs ſort of Fellows) I gave 
them back to his Son with ſome Thouſands of his od People and 
Relations on my reſtoring him to his Kingdom, which is now 
tributary, * to me, with the reſt of his dependant Kingdoms. Nine 
of whole Princes came, in one Month, to be reinſtated by me, which 
I did with the ſame Ceremony as formerly done by the Kings of 
Ardah, which is as follows, vis. All my great || Caboſhires, Judges, 
Generals and Captains of War, ©. Being aſſembled, they fignify 
to ſome of them, that they are come to ſubmit . themſelves and - 
Countries to me, and that for ever after they will own no one to 

| be Great King or Emperor but me and my Succeflors, denying 
all Allegiance to the Brother of the King of 4Ardah (who was kil- 
led in the Conqueſt) and now, though as it were in the Buſhes, Þ pre- 
tends a Right of being the Great King or Emperor, (though I have 
gotten it by force of Arms) and the Son of the late King has been - 
made by me in the ſame manner as the reſt, but if he has not 
a oreat Care, he and his Adherents may chance to ſhare the ſame 
Fate his Brother did, for I will have his Head if poſſible. But ag 
to the Cercmony, it being fignified to me as before, I order a (ilk 
Gown, Hat, Chair, and Sword to be brought out by ſeparate Per- 
ſons, and carried before me to the Prince, who is tv receive them, 
He being on his Knees, I order him to rife and receive them ; up-

vpon which two of my Old Oves or Judges veſt him with the Cown 
and Hat, then 1 ſeat him in the Chair, and deliver him the Sword, 
which he is ro be Aſhitant to me with, and defend his Country 
againſt any of our Enemies. This being done; he riſes from the 
Chair, falls on the Ground, and kiſſes it nine Times, and between 
every three, clapping his Hands in a .very regulzr Manner. The 
ſame is done by all his Caboſhiers and People about him, which I 
Anſwer by a Clapping of my Hands ſtanding, After this he re- 
mains on his Knees, or fitting, or lying on the Ground, for he is 
Not to fit on any thing above it, in iy Preſence; after that Time, 
the Chair being for his own Houſe, amongſt his own Subjeds, 
After this I diſmiſs hin, with giving him and his People ſeveral] 
Preſents of Cloaths, Coral, Brandy, Pipes and Tobacco, and a 
Sum of Money to bear their Expences Home ; they being pleaſed 
with the Reception they mct with, and I with having added a 
Kingdom to my Dominions, 


We have a Cuſtom which is quite. contrary to that of the Ardah- 
riens, 1 am obliged to go out 2t different Times in the Year, and 
ſtrew great quantities of Goods and Money amongſt the common 
People, and make Sacritices to our Gods and Forefathers, ſome- 
times of Slaves { which Cuſtom I have much broken ) ſometimes 
of Horſes, other times of Oxen and other Creatures. 


I very often beſides, love to go abroad about eight or ten Miles 
an End, in what 1s called by the Portugueze a Serpentine*, not 
| but that I have many fine Chairs, || but do not like to truſt to my 
People's carrying them, not being ſo much uſed to them as the 
other. When I am out I fix my ſelf under ſome great ſhady Trees, 
where I view, what Number of Armed People I have ready, in two 
or three Hours. By this Time, up come two or three Hundred 
of my inferior Wives, the chief Favourites being about my Per- 
ſon in ſundry Stations, ſome to fan and cool me, others to keep 
the Flies away with Whisks, others holding my Arms, as Gun, 
Piſtols, and Sabre, @*c. others again holding Kedyſalls or Umbrel- 
loes, which ſtand on the Ground and make a Canopy over my 
Chair, another to fill and light my Pipe; which being done, I 
order the aforeſaid Bands of Women to be unloaded, who have 
each a Caſe of Brandy, though clothed in crimſon, green, blue, 
and black Velvet, and fine Silks, and covered with great quantities

fides | have many fine Things, which come over Land by a People, 
who are called Mallays, and are in coming ſome Months. Their 
* Religion is the Mabometan, and they tell me, that near the Seca, 

on the other fide are a Sort of white Men, I have many of theſe 
People in my Country, who follow their ſeveral Occupations, as 
well as Trading, in which I give them great Encouragement, as [ 
do to all Strangers: I have appointed a Governor, or Petty-King, 
of thejr own, over them, Theſe were the People who ſome of 
ihem uſed to go down to Whidah and Facquin, and come back, 
ard give us an Account of the ſtrange manner of Ships and white 
Men coming to Trade there, which we long found to be true by 


their Guns, Powder ar all forts of Goods, being brought from 
Market to Market. 


But to return, When ] have ſmoak'd my Pipe, and my People 
have pretty well exercis'd themſelves in Activity of Body, by run- 
_ ning, kaping, end firing their Arms, as 1f engagd : .l order my 

Brandy to be diſtributed, which is ſoon made away with, and then 
the Sun being pretty well gone, I return home with the Acclama- 
tions of my People, with my Drums heating, and Horns of dif. 
ferent Sorts ſounding with other kind of Country Muſick, in which 


I have great Numbers Day and Night, continually 1mployed about 
iy Houle, | 


I ſhall not trouble you much more on theſe things, but hope to 
hear from your Majeſty by the aforefaid white Man, who bas pro, 
miſed me to return and bring back with him his aforefaid Linguift 
who is one of the King of Tacquin's Family, and whom I took 
likewiſe at Ardab with him, and being defirous to go and ſee Exp- 
land, 1 ſend him, that on his Return, unleſs Death prevents, he 
way give me 2 hrge Account of your Majeſty's Countries and 
Dominions, that he may the better qualify himſelf for the great 
Poſt of Tews Gah, alias Captain Blanco, or the White Man's Cabo- 
ſbier, which I cefign to give him on his Return, and hope he wil 
be more fit and capable to anſwer the white Men's Ends, than any 
one heretofore, knowing their Ways and Cuſtoms, | 

So once more hoping your Majefty, the Company, or other 
Trading Sudjects, will not fail to fend me back this white Man, 
who 1s now to me as much as my Son, whom [ defign {hall 
ſucceed me ; and whoever comes with him, ſhall not want En- 
couragement, neither ſhall any Ship that comes by his Means, 
and ro him, pay any Tribute or Cuſtoms to me, as they did to 
the King of Ardab, for fix Years after his arrival ar Facquin or 
Daunomay.

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He can inform you more at large of my Wars, Conqueſts, Great- 
neſs, and Grandeur, though a Black; ſo ſhall take leave, and 
hops your God will always proſper your Wars and Undertakings, 
and commit the ſaid white Man to his and your Care, for I ſhall 
not fil (as I have already done) to offer Sacrifices to mine contt- 
nually for his Preſervation, and ſafe Return,” with Aſſurarcces to 
them that on that Day, I will give for that purpoſe, Oxen, 
Hogs, Sheep, and Goats, @*. and ſhall be more rejoyced at 
ir, than the greateſt Battle or Conqueſt I ever won; fo remain, 
with the moſt profound Refpe&s, as the Gods have made Us Blacks 
to ſerve you,

HE Room that 1s taken up in a Ship for a long Voyage, upon the 
occaſion of carrying Water, is of great Value; and conſequently the 
want of it, isa great loſs; if the moſt part thereof might be ſpar'd 
for the Stowing of Goods. 

To give a reaſonable Computation whereof it is to be conſider'd, that in a 
Voyage to the remote Parts Weſtward, as to Famaica, Barbadoes, or any Parts 
of the Weſt-Indies ; the Tunnage of a Ship is not Rated fo high ; as to any parts 
in the Eaſt-Indies. 

It is alſo to be conſider'd, that when Ships are bound Outward to any re- 
mote Parts, the Tunnage, or Room, is not ſo high rated, as when they are to 
return Homewards. 

It is neceſfary to give an Account, what is uſually the Value of the Tunnage 
of a Ship, ( of 500 Tun ) bound to the Feft-Indies, and what bound to the Exſt-

Likewiſe how many Tun is taken up in ſuch a Ship, ( of 500 Tun ) upon the 
occaſion of Freſh Water in a Voyage. 

A Ship ( of 500 Tun) bound ro the Weſft-Indies, takes in 50, or 60 Tun, of 
Water, the Tunnage of ſuch a Ship Outward-bound, being worth Three pound 
the Tun, amounts to 1501. or 180/. 

The ſame Ship Home-ward bound may be worth 2 pound the Tun, which 
will amount ro 600 pound, 50 Tun of Water being only accounted for. 

The Tunnage of a Ship bound to the Eaſt-Indies, is worth 6 Pound the Tun ; 
wherein might be put ſixty Tun of Casks, which Tunnage will be worth 3656 
Pounds. | | 

An Eaft-India Ship ( of 500 Tun ) Home-wards bound, may be worth 20 
Pound the Tun, for ftowage of Goods; and there is uſually laid in 60 Tun of 
Water ; which Tunnage amounts to Twelve Hundred Pounds. 

The Iron Furnace for making the Sea, or Salt Water freſh, with all belonging 
thereto, ( I ſuppoſe ) will not coſt ſo much as the Casks do, when new made, 
and hoop'd with Tron. The Furnace ( with good uſage ) will laſt 2o, if not 
40 Years. Pewter Veſſels which will be uſed as the ſweeteſt metral ro cool the 


purified Water in, without giving it any ill taſt, or ſmell ; when broke to _—_ 
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| [2 | 
will yeild in foreign parts, the price it firft coſt ; ar home in large Veſſels, there 
can be bur little Lols. 

A Ship that has the conveniency of this Art, may call at the uſual Places ; 
but if once Landing upon neceſſity of taking in freſh Water is ſaved in a Voy- 
age, which often occaſions a Fortnight, and ſomerimes a Month's ſtay, before 
they can get to Sea again, 'twill be no ſmall advantage.* The charge of the 
Ship and Men is very conſiderable, befides the loſs of Time. 

Common Water brought from Land will putrify in a ſhort time, and be ex- 
ceeding nauſeous to Drink, which ( 'tis ſaid ) by intervals will grow ſweer 
and good again of it ſelf. 

My Obſervation and Experience hath made me of another 'Opinion ; for 
though it does ſo recover as not to ſmell ill, and to look ſomewhat clear, yer ut 
will get a red TinQture in it, which is had not at firſt ; andif it be heated, ſhews 
its foulneſs, and putrefaQtion. 

Oftentimes the Hogſheads are leaky, and the Warter is loſt, ſometimes by a 
Worm breeding in the Wood. TI have been alſo rold by a Seaman ( who was 
a great Traveller ) that in a Voyage he went, the Rats, which uſually Ships 
abound with, gnawed holes in the Hogſheadsto get Water to drink, and that 
thereby thoſe in the Ship had loſt all their Water. IE 

By ſuch Caſualties as theſe they are forc'd many times to go 2 or 3 hundred 
Leagues out of their way, which occaſions great loſs of time. Theſe, and many 
other Miſchiefs of like nature, are found in long Voyages, by Men relying on 
the Water they carry to Sea. Ee egy | 

The proviſion of Water in long Voyages, though they Land ſometimes to re- 
new their ſtore, proves ſeldom proportionable to the Uſes they have for it, ſo 
thatit rarely happens, but they make uſe of Salt-water to fupply their Neceſſi- 
ties; eſpecially for the boyling their Meat. Salt-meat boyl'd in Salt-water 
muſt be grievous Dier rothe Body, the Salt making the Blood falt, and cauſing 
Diſeaſes, more eſpecially where it is boyled in Copper, the Coppereſs, and 
greenneſs of the Copper ftriking into the Broth, and Fleſh that is boyled there- 
in ; Which is eaſily ſeen and taſted ; which, in a ſhort time, cannot bur nauſeatre 
the Stomach, and make ir abhor the concoction of ſuch Food, thar is ſo very 
pernicious, and deſtruRtive, infefting the whole Maſs of Blood: Hence muſt 
neceſſarily proceed Scurvies, Droplies, and many other Diſeaſes: Conftanc 
Experience ſhews that the Men's Teeth often drop out, and their Bodies ſwell, 
or conſume away ; ſo that great numbers die ina ſhortrime. * 

W. Walcot finding, by Experience, that Copper gave a bad Smell and Tin&ure 
to his Water, contriv'd to make his Furnaces of the beſt caſt Iron, as the fitteſt 
Mettal, which will work clean, ſweat, and very wholſom ; they are made of 
ſo good cemper'd Iron, that it will run as thin as is defir'd; is tough, and fo 
ſoft, that they may be eaſily filed, or work'd to aniwer the occaftion. At firſt 
it was exceeding difficult to find out the way of making them ; ( Workmen be- 
ing unacquainted with the form ) which occaſioned great Charge, Time and 
Pains, before they could be compleatly made ; bur at laſt were made with all 
the conveniency imaginable for working in a Ship, and all other Inſtruments 
and Materials are contriv'd as moſt proper for their ſeveral Uſes, and of the moſt 
durable nature. 

The biggeſt Furnace deſign'd for Sea-ſervice, is no more than 33 Inches in 
the Diameter in the wideſt place ; any where elſe not near ſo much ; rhey are 
made of ſeveral f1zes. 

The Funnel is made of the ſame Mettal, and ſurrounded with Brick, made - 
on purpoſe for that Uſe. 

What Stones are uſed, are thoſe that are found to be of the moſt durable 
Nature for Fire. 

The Brick for this work are all made of extraordinary Ciay, very durable for 
Fire ; they are made in Moulds of ſeveral ſhapes, that they may be the more 
convenient, and take up as little room as pollible. 

There has been great Study and Pains taken to find out the manner of build- 
ing the y rnace: Firſt, to find out the full extent of rhe fire upwards, to pre- 
vent waſt.

Many will find great Advantages in faving of Fuel, by this faſhion of build- 
ng Furnaces. | 

The Contrivance of the whole is ſuch, that there will be no danger thar 
the Furnace it ſelf, or any part of the ſtru&ture, ſhould be furr'd up, or that 
there ſhould be contracted ſuch a foulneſs, as to diſable them to work ; there 
will be a very conſiderable time, before the Paſſages of the Brick-work will 
be ſo clogg'd as anywile to hinder the Fire: And if by time, and much uſe, ir 
ſhould happen, it may very conveniently be ſwept. Neither can there be dan- 
ger of the Furnace ever growing ſo foul within, as to obſtruct and diſable their 
working, for I can at any time, if occaſion require, remove, and take away, 
the Salr, Mud, or any groſs matter, that might offend the Work, in a quar- 
ter of an hour, or fs; whether the Ship be on this ſide the Line, or b-yond 
the Line, it ditfers nor.

lings the Ser. | 

Alfo fome few Bricks, with Loome, proper to lay them in, Ieſt ſome Bricks 
might be broke by the great motion of. the Ship : If ic ſhould ſo happen, ir 
is 10 Order'd, that the Fire may be extinguiſh'd art pleaſure, withour Water, 
or Rubbiſh thrown upon ir, or diſplacing the Fire. 

There are now ready made all manner of Inſtruments and Materials for 
this work at Sea, or immediately to begin the Practice of it in Ships.

2, The Bank gives Money for T allies on Funds, having a (:redit. of Loan by Act of 
Parliament, and which ar® payable in 2 years time, for the growing Intereſt only, 
Tithout any other Allowance, ,on which there was uſed to be paid for the Change, as 
much or more than thePobtick Intereſt : For even oz the Land Tax, which is counted 
the beſt of all the Funds, there has been frequently given on [allies payable in 3 or 
4 Months time 1. 14, 1%, and 2 per cent. Premio, over and above the Publick Intereſt, 
and Tallys on ſome Funds ,on which but 18 Months ago there. was 25 1. and 3O per cent. 
given over and above Publick Intereſt are now taken by.the Bank for nothing,and inſtead 
of allowing Mony to change them, there is now Money given #0 procure them; fo thar. 
T allys are become better than Money, becauſe there is 7 or 8 per cent, per annum bene- 
fit whilſt they are kept; and they are paid by the Bank «por 4emana, to all thoſe who 
defire to have Money for them, which is in effett ſo much Quick Stock which the Dani 
has already increaſed to the Nation, beſides what it will farther add by its own Credit. 
Thus by aregyular courſe , and without any violence, the Bank has made Tallys

3, The Bank will likewiſe facilitate the future Supplies, by making the Funds which 
are to be given, more uſeful and ready to anſwer the Publick Occaſions, and upon esſier 
terms than what has been done during the War : for its ſaid , they will Lend Money cz 
the Land Tax at 6 per cent. per aunim, ray ſome fay at 5.per cent. per annum, which will 
fave the Nation a great Sum of Money in Intereſt as well as vat was uſually paid for 


Gratuities and other Charges to procure Loans, a Method that ſome of the Oppoſers of 
the Bank have been well acquainted with. 


4.. It will likewiſe fave the Nation 30 or 40000 !. per annum, in remitting the Publick, 
*Lneys; and if the Dank had been ſettled in the beginning of this War, che Kingdom 
might have ſaved already at leaſt a MiVion and half.if not Two Millions by it, beſides what, 
will be ſaved for the future on the Prices of Commodities,Loſs on Tallys, Publick Remic- 
rances, Exceſlive Intereſt, and other Exorbitant Allowances, which tbe Pubiick has for- 
merly paid for Money, (to fay nothing of the Advantage which might have been gain- 
ed on the Enemy, by having more early and regular Proviſions made for our F leefF-and

different effect iz carrying on the War,by the ſpeedy or dilztory payments of it; and 
it is evident. that the ſame Money has done much greater Service to the Publick in 
the Bank, than it could have done by being i» privace Hands, and that the Extra» 
vagant Riſe of Intereſt was not altogether occaſionec by the Scarcity of Mony, but has 
been much increaſed by the eArt and Contrivance of thoſe who have mediated between 
the Borrowers and the Lenders, and the Encouragement that the Monyed Men have had 
to keep back. their Mony inhopes of a - gre? advantage, which they havg genS#rally ob- 
tained by reaſon of the Neceſſities of. the Publick: But now the Bank is Eſtabliſht, and 
thatall who want Mony, and have Securities, know where to- Apply themſelyes and be

Stock of the Dank the more Valuable ; and it muſt be allowed, That it is the only 
Fund that ever wasſetled in England which has leſſened the Interest of Mony, And its

7. The Nation paysforthe Annuities 14 /. per cent. per annum tor 99 years, and for | 
the Lottery 19 per cent.per an. for 16 years, beſides about one Tenth part which was Ex- 
pended in Charges, the Funds of Vine, Vinegar and Tabacco, Eaſft-India Goods, Foint- 
Stacks, Paper. and Parchment, and New Impoſitions, are all at $1. per cent, per antium as 
wellas the Dank: and yet there has been given from 20 to 321. per cent. Loſs on Tallys 
upon ſeveral of theſe Funds, beſides the Publick Intereſt; the like has been done on the 
reinote parts of the 4 Exciſe and 4 CuStoms before the Bank was Eſtabliſht, and

few years, without any Law to enforce ic, in like manner as 1t 15 1n all 2rher Countreys where - 
Banks are eſtabliſht; whereby the Trade of the Nation may be driven upon more equal ' 
Terms with the reſt of Our Neighbours, where Mony Is to be had at ſo much lower Rates 
than what we in England have hitherto paid :- And as the leſſening the Intereſt of Mony will 
Infallibly raiſe the Value of Land,jt had beenworth while for the Nobility and Gentry who - 
are the Proprietors of the ReatEſtates in Englard,co have given « Lana Tax for the Bank, 
of double the Sum. which was raiſed by it, if they could not otherwiſe have obtained it; for.

fing from FaR, are better D2monſtrations and more Convincing of the Uſefulneſs of it,.. 
than meer Speculative Notions urged by its Oppoſers, . can be.to prejudice? others againſt; 
it ; and therefore-it would be an unacconntable ſort of Policy, to endeavour to deptive the- 
Nation of thoſe vaſt Advantages, which it now does anJ will recelve by it. 

Having-given this ſhore Account of the Bank, 1 ſhall conſider the Objetons that have 
been made againſt ir,. and who they arethat make them ;z in which | ſhall chi. fly rzke notice 
of thoſe who would cloak the Oppoſition they make ont of Private Intere,unler ſome 0.her- 
Specious Pretences.z amongſt which there are ſome who would be thought the moſt Zea-- 
lo:s for the Government, who at firſt pretended to diſlike the Bank, only for fear it - 
ſhovld diſappoint Their Majefties of the Supplies which were propoſed to be raiſed by it; .. 
But ſince the whole 1 20co00 [has been ſo readily Subſcribed cher oppoſition bas increaſed, 
and their being now ſo Zealous againſt it, can only proceed from their fear that they ſhall 
not have the like Opportunities as they have had, to smpoſe oz the Publick, by whoſe ree- 
eeſſities they have made ſo great Advantages; and they nowthreaten what they will do to - 
deſtroy the Bank this Seſſion of Parliament ; ag if what paſt in the laſt', were to be - 
undone 1a this. | 

There are others, who are for forcing a Currancy of *Bils, or Tallys, and think - 
they may paſs as well as Bank Bills ; but they do xot conſider, That its nothing makes . 
them currant, but only becanſe all thoſe that deſire it; can go when they will, and fetch their - 
Aloney for them; and to force any thing to paſs in Payment but Money, would foon end 
iz Confuſion : For it cannot ſerve the Nations Occaſions at home , much leſs oxr forezgn 
Negotiations with other Countries abroad ; ſeeing all thoſe who take Brls of Exchange - 
en England, are too wile to accept any ſuch ſort of Payment ; but will be ſure to have. 
zhem made payable in Sterling- Money. in ſpecie , in-like manner as the Bills which are 
row drawn 07: Spain, are made payable #n old Money, as before the Pragmatica : which, 
together with the late Eſſay of Copper Money in Ireland, might be ſufficient to ſhew, that 
alt ſuch Attempts will be ineffeftual.

Indeed they 
who have not Credit to borrow Money at Intereſt, nor-ro draw by Exchange, and who have. 
neither Tallys, Bills of Exchange, nor good Bills for Debt to diſcount, Goods to Pawn; or 
Land, or Houſes to Mortgage, mult be allowed to be in no very good condition, and muſt 
continue to pay as exorbitant Allowances for Money to ſupply heir Neceſſities, as they. - 
uſed to do before the Bank was eſtabliſhed. What has bezen obſerved of D:ſcounting Fo- 
reign Bills of Exchange at 3 per Cent. per annum, In-land Bills, and Notes for Debts, 
at 44 per cent. per an.

"Tis alledged by ſome, that the Bauk will ingroſs all manner of Trades. — But this 
gs an Objection (like many others, which are) made againſt it. by thoſe who-do not unde: - 
ſtand its Conftitution ; for, if any Perſon Trades on Account of the Bank in any other 
thing than raking Pawns, or in Bulls of Exchange, or Bullion, or conſents that any. other 
mould Trade, ſuch Perſon ſo Trading or Conſenting to ſuch Trade, incurs by the Act of 
Parltament a Forfeiture of Treble rhe Yalue of all that is Traded for 
The Goldſmiths have been guilty of Engroſſong moiF Commodities themſelves, and they 
have alſo been great Herehants and Traders, And whereas they.pretend that the 
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Bank hath bought up all th# Szhver, upon Enquiry it appears, that there hath not ban ; 
12000 {, worth bought by the Bank, and the greateſt part of "that was Pieces of Eight, 
and the reſt Bars and Pry Szlver, which came from Spain ; though ſome particular Re- 
finers and Goldſmiths have ſince that Ship'd off more than double that Value in Bars of 


Engliſh Melting, and have likewiſe ſold muchgreater parcels to others which have been

And though. it be made ſuch a Crime for the Bank to be concerned in ehe Publick 


Remittances, it is no more than was done by a Goldſmith before the Bank undertook 
It; nor is it look'd on as a Fault 1n the Goldſmiths to deal by Exchange, ſecing fome 
of them. do now draw or remit Mony almoſt every Poſt. 

And ſince the Nation has ſuffered ſo much by the Goldſmiths Monopolizing Goods, 
and Trading with other Mens Stocks, it may ſetm highly Reaſonable, That as the 


Bank is reſtraind from Trade for fear ofthoſe miſthiefs which the Geldſmiths have 


praCtiſed ; ſo the Gol4/zaiths in like manner ſhould be limired to the Selling Plate and 
Tewels, which was their antient and proper Trade. 

_ As to the Pretence of the Dank ſetting a Price upon Guizeas, and having engroſſed 
the greateſt parr of all taat are in the Nation ; *cis anſwer'd , The Bank has always 


received and paid Guineas, at a Peny or two Pence a piece at leaſt, under the Price which. 


the Goldſmiths have put upon themz and has been ſo far from Buying up any, that they 
have only received ſuch as have been brought them-in Payment; and have conſtantly 


paid them away every Weekzat the ſame Price they have received them : So that if they 
m3ke any benefit by the advance of the Price of Guineas, *tis chiefly on thoſe which were 
received at the taking #be Subſcriptions; which cannot come to any ſach quantity: as is.

By the former, we are now ſeaſonably ſeeking reparations from the Sp.c- 
ziard, for the many and cruell injuries and murthers committed by them 
upon the Perſon and Goods of the people of Englaxd, in the Weſt- Indies 
and other places; For which, ſince no reaſonable {atisfaRion could be ten- 
dered in a peaccable way, do hope by Gods bleſſing will be obtayned by a

Sca- fights againſt the 
Hollanders themſelves in the late Wars, wherein many Merchants Ships from 
abont 300.- Twins, to about 500. Tuns did engage againſt the Enemy with the 
States Ships and Frigots toour great advantage, which at that time would. have 
been-much wanted, if they had not been built; The Enemy notwithſtanding much 
overnumbring us every fight in Ships and Tunnage, and yer ſupplyed'their loſs 
of Ships daily taken and deſtroyed by us, affiſting their Men of War till with 
their Merchant-Men of equall force and burthen, and ſome bigger, ſuch as they 
uſually ſend tothe Eft Indies, which foregoing paſſages ſhew the excellent uſc 
of Engliſh Shipping, and the neceſſity of increaſing them, which cannot be done 
no way ſo well as by Trade, for War is known to be chargeable, hazardous and 
bloody' therefore how ought Trade to be cheriſhed, maintained and increaſed 
withall power; diligence and inventien-that can be contrived, 
-::Sercondly, If we take into confideration the-ſtate and condition our Trading. 
Shipping were in before the late Wars in England, we may find by the Eft India 
Comipanies account , that they alone did employ, in that trade , at once 
15060 Tunns of Shipping, which were accounted to be of the beſt ſort of Tra-* 
ding-Shipps belonging to England, of the burthen of about 300 Tunns, to about 
600 Tunns : But the old Company were at laſt ſo decayed -in their ſhipping , 
through the diſcouragement of Trade , and--undermining' of the Dutch , and 
other caſualties, that they had hardly one good Shipp remaining at their giving 
over; Sothe laſt new Company thought it better to freight ſhipps for their em- 
ployment, which they alwayes did, rather than build anye But now if the new cfta- 
bliſhed: Company will freight Ships alſo, 8& not build, they will finde very few of 


force-and burthen fitting for that employment ; For I cannot hear, for about theſe 


ten years paſt, that a Trading-ſhip of about 400 Tunns hath been built in Eng-. 


_ Land, &thoſe few that have been built within that time, ſeldom were ſo big as 200 


Tuns, but I believe ten for one of leſs burden, which with other ſlight Ships, that 
are uſually enſured, do ſupply that little Trade the Dutch have left the Engliſh 
Nation inthe Straits, which in former times uſed to employ, by eſtimation, not 
leſs than about $0. or 100 ſale of good Ships of about 3. and 400. Tunns burthen 
each Ship and upwards; but now the Engliſh Trade will not maintainand employ 
Ships of ſuch burthen and defence, which is the reaſon ſo many ſmall ones have 
been taken by the Spaniards of St. Sebaſtians, Majorca and other places: And 
I have formerly known many Ships of the like burthen built, and <quipped in 
England, purpoſely to ſend to Yexiceto let out to that State for Men of War to 
ſerve them againſt the Turks, but the Hollanders ſoone eate us out of that em- 
ployment alſo, by ſerving them with Ships of equall burthen with ours for leſs 
freight than we could with our Ships, which they might afford to do for the' rea=

foit any one Nation grow greater in-power than another, ſo as the weaker bes 
come ſubject to the conditions of that one greater Nation, either in State- aMfai 
or government of Trade, how ready then will all other Nations be to eodlerwens 
to make their own termes? or to be ready to makea prey of ſuch a declined 
people, and if the caſe were ours, would it not be ſo with us* other Nations bear- 
ing a kind of envy to our former happyneſs in good Succeſſes and noble At- 
chieyements, both at home and abroad, for what corner of the World hath not 
been ſeacch'd by us to find outTrade?the profir whereof, (the reward of induſtry,) 
gave firſt boldneſs to venture to paſs the maine Ocean, and make new diſcoveryes 
in forreign parts round about the World, and hath inlarged our Nation with 
many new and ſarge Plantations, to the inriching, cheriſhing and employing of 
many thouſands of our people, by which may be diſcerned the flouriſhing and 
proſperous condition the Engliſh-ſhipping were in, which without doubc will ſooh

{ris anſwered, T hat admita very ſtrong Fleet. of men of warre were allwayes 
mainrayned, ſuch a one a$, in any mans judgement did cquall any Fleet of 'men of 
War of any neighbour- Nations, and thit we ſhould: bave Warre with any ſuch 
Nation, and in fight part of the Fleet ſhould be loſt, or ſo battered that they could 
not be ſo ſuddenly recruited, or made ſerviceable as there might be occaſion for 
them to ſupply the place and ſervice of thoſe Shipps that might be ſo loſt, or de- 
feRive, but by Merchants Ships; As in the late Warre with Holland, it was ob- 
ſerved what gallant ſervice every Merchants ſhip performed, when each Captain 
was ſhifted out of his own ſhip into another, when at the firſt, every Captain 
continuing in his own Shipp was not ſo adventurous, not. out of cowardice, as 
dreading what might happen to his perſon, but-onr of deſire to prevent the da. 
mage that might happen to his own Ship, which might turne to the loſſe of his 
Owners, the Captain well knowing the charge in repairing them again, or buil- 
ding others, and peradventure, if their 61d ones had been loſt, it might have been 
a hard thing for him thar loſt his ſhip to ger friends to joyn together to build: hing 
another ; For now ſhipping is eſteemed the worſt commodity this day in Eng- 
land, every one that hath any, bcing willing to ſell, becauſe they loſe by them, 
through want of Trade and employment for them, whereas if trade were quick, 
n any proffit came by them, every one would be deſirous to be intereſſed m 
them. es 
Moreover, if a ſtanding Fleet of men of Warre, as aforeſaid, ſhould be*main- 
tained, and having a Warre with another Nation, that Fleet ſhould hold all- 
waics good, ſoas there were no need of Merchants Ships to joyne with them, yet 
it muſt be conſidered that infallibly the want of Trade -will much impoveriſh the 
people of Englena, which otherwiſe know not how to ſubſiift, they increaſing ſo

much diſcontinued it : and if they could do as much by Serrate alſo, then 
how eafie will it be for them to command the Coaſt? they being ſo powertull in 
Shipping there, may deny any Nation trading thither , without danger , but 
whom they pleaſe, and then if we will have any Commodityes from thence, it 
myſt be with their good liking aud conſent: But it is not oftca knowa that they 
exfily yield to any thing that hinders their advantage, or the increaſe of theirTrat- 
fick and Navigation.

But beſides thegT rade of 7nd, it is too much felt how the Engliſh Trade in ; 


Turkey is at this preſent; alſo, in the Eaſt Countrey, and at Hamburgh, to ſerve 
all-Germany, and inall the Streights over, where the Dutch not onely.under-ſc} us 
in their own, but in our. Native Commodities, as Cloath, Tyn, Lead, 8&c;.they 
buying theſe Commodities of the Engliſh at the beſt hand, and cheapeſt ſeaſon 
of the year ; as, Cloath carried over tothem rough and white,they die and dreſs, 
and fell it before we canours dreſt and ſhip'd from hence ; beſides that, they ſell 
made in Suffolk, and of their own making of Engliſh and Spaniſh Wool mixt 
together ; allo, they may buy our Lead here, when the Engliſh Merchants ſhip 
out leaſt, at that time ir is cheapeſt, and commonly riſcth at the going out of 
Turkey Ships, or at any Herring ſeaſon, which I have often known to my coſt, tg 
riſe from 1.1 or 124. per Fodder, to 14 or 151. per Fodder, and upwards, as at 
this day, which is about 207. per cent, difference; which with the cheapneſs of 
Freight in their own ſhips, to what is paid in Engliſh ſhips, and ſaving inſurance 
by ſending Convoys with their Fleets, enables them to underſel us abroad, and: 
o have the preemption of Foreign Goods for Returns, and raife the price of 
tthem upon us, ſo have they advantage of us eyery way, to the great diſcourage- 
ment of the Engliſh Trade, and inſeniſible weakning of the Engliſh power, 
which courſes the Engliſh cannot take for want of-ftock, much of it lying dead; 
ſometimes two or three years, and in danger oftentimes ina remote Countrey, : 
in unfold Commodities, as at this day : And ſhould they take up moneys at inte- 
reſt, to proſecute ſuch a Trade, as the cafe now ſtands, it would ſuddenly and in-- 
ſenfibly cat them our of their Eſtates, which oftentimes 1s gained with long and. 
' toilſome labour, and great hazard. Onthe contrary, the Dutchare herein ena- 
bled to raife good profit by the quickneſs of their Returns, the largeneſs of their 
Stock, which is encreaſed by Banks, and the contifuance of their Trades, from:

', eſtatescqually among their children, whereby the youngeſt having equall educa- 
} tionwiththe eldeſt, is with his ſtock capable of driving as good a trade as the 
© eldeſt; by which means, their eſtates in trade deſcend to their poſterities, and 
alſo the rules, inſtru&ions, and wany years experience and obſcryations , that 
pained their Parents their eſtates, and oftentimes the very ſamg trades alſo, they 
ving no lands to purchaſe, as other Nations have. 
- "But on the contrary, it is the uſual cuſtom in Eng/and, when a Tradeſman 
dies that hath children, having raiſed his eſtate, to give mean-portions ta his 
younger ſons, and make the cldeſt pofſeſſor of the greateſt part of his eſtate, who 
addicts himſelf oftentimes to the pleaſures of Hunting, Hawking, and {uch like 
paſtimes, betaking himſelf wholly to a Countrey lite, were either by encreaſe | 
of his charge, ill husbandry, or want of skill to manage his eſtate, which peradyen- 
ture'is thereby much impaired, therefore is uſually defirous, if he have ſo much 
money leff, to put his ſons apprentice to learn trades to get their livelihoods : And 
when they are made Freemen ( if they did not miſcarry before ) are oftentimes as 
far to ſeek for a way to. get their livings by, for want of ſtock to ſer up their 
Trades, as their Grandfather was, befare he gained their fathers ieſtate. But if 
the Grandfather, who knew how to.get that cſtate he left his eldeſt ſon, had alſo 
bred him up in his own trade, or in ſome other, he had been capable to inſtru& 
and intich his childicn by italſo, ſoas inſtead of weakning the eſtate, it would 
have mightily increaſed on him, and have augmented the ſtock of the Nation. 
Their true and faithfull making their Manufactures without deceipt, as Cloth, 
Sayes, Serges, Perpetuanaes, &c. and giving them their due contents, makes them 
the more ſerviceable, and their ſeverall goodneſs ( by experience ) being known 
abroad, cauſeth them to ſell before thoſe of the ManufaQture of England, that are 
mide ſlight and unſervicable, wanting their due contents and goodneſs; which is 
not ſo well look't into as ought to be, according; to the good Laws provided in 
that behalf, which not onely brings the Engliſh Commodityes into diſgrace ar 
market abroad, but is a great prejudice to the Nation in generall by wanting Vent 
for them , the makers ſtriving daily to exceed each other in flight making, as 
Cloth made of flocks mingled with: Wooll, &c. that they may the ſooner ſel] and 
afford them at the Engliſh Merchants low price, to which he is tyed to buy, being 
guided by the Dutch mans low rate he ſells of the ſame kind at market, contenting 
themſelves, and thriving with the leſs profit by ſelling much greater quantities 
abroad of ſeverall ſorts of Goods, and having quicker returns and greater Stocks 
than the Engliſh, and ſothe Dutch have the preheminence in the ſale of their Ma- 
nufaQures before us, by their true making to their very files and needles, © 
Their care and vigilancy over their traffick in taking off and laying on Impo. 
firions on ſundry Commodities to quicken or dull them in their ſale and price, as 
they ſee occaſion to incourage their own ManufaRures, or hinder thoſe of a for- 
= Nation, for the better imployment of their ſhipping and people, beſides 
each Merchants particular correſporidence with their reſpeRive FaRors or Ser. 
vants in the Countreys where they Trade, in which they are alſo very dextrons 
in communicating certain and early advice, as well of the publick, as of their own

allready ; for the great quantities that will be made at home , and afforded at eaſier 
rates than the Dutch can theirs of the ſame goodneſe , which will diſcouraze the ma- 
king any in Holland , ſo they will have no occaſion for our Wooll and Fullers earth, 
which is chargeable for them 10 obtain againſt « ſtrict Law, and the greater uſe 
there is of Wooll_in England , will cauſe it to be dearer, ſo as it will be impoſſible 
for the Dutch then to make any woollen Manufaitures, without great probability to 
looſe by them';, the Engliſh being ſo enabled to make Cheaper of equall gooaneſs,. ſo 
if they have no ufe for wool they will need but little Fullers earth. 


By which it may be plainly diſcerned that the meer advantage the Dutch have of 
« Banke, ts the cauſe of the ford and other evills, and of their gaining ſo much 
by our Loſs, and of all other Nations that have not a Banke ;, which 1 believe cauſed 
the King of trance to raiſe the value of his Coyns , to hinder them carrying it out 
of hs Dominions : For in any place that hath no Banke where they carry any Com- 
modityes and ſell them for ready money , how eaſily may they carry back the ſame mo- 
ney for a returne , and put it into their own Banke , and with a Ticket of credit there 
buy other Goods at home or abroad by exchange, and ſtill make returnes in money , 
or prohibited Goods , and ſo ſecretly begger or impoveriſh any Nation they ſo deal 
ni thall, and ſo by exchange they may charge vaſt ſummes in any Country by credit 
in Banke, and vn a ſuddain, or by degrees, inſenſibly ſweep away all the Treaſure out of 
any Countrey and then may eaſily overcomethem ; wanting ſtock F0 Carry on ſuch 
a Warre » and to buy ſuch materials for Warre as may be warted within themſe.ves, 
which muſt be had from another Country, But in a Country where a Banke 5 ſetled, 
and tranſportation of Money forbidden , a Law may be made to prevent this dange- 


rous evills For by ſo much as their general ſtock and ſhipping s greater than any 


other Nation , ſo much more advantaze have they of any ſuch Nation as have not a 


- Banke, toruinthem with greater expedition , and may ſecretly lay a Plot ro do it at 
pleaſure ; And may it notbe ſo with England, when her Marriners and Shipping are 
decayed, by permiting Goods to be imported daily in ftrangers Shipps 48 now are,con- 
trary to the Ad for increaſe of Navigation.

bate amongſt themſelves about their proper Precedency.

inalready. WhenlT ſaw the words good Credit in the firſt Paragraph in a diſtinguiſhing Character, 1 
expected to have found ſomething recommending a Credit to be raiſed npon our Land ; but I per- 
ceive the Author of that Paper never deſigned it, but has dealt with the Freeholders as we do wirh 
Children, thinking to pleaſe us with Trifles, or with what is worſe; and to ruin the landed Man undcr 
a Pretence of ſhewing him the only way to have the Rents of England well paid; for inſtead of purſuing the 
Deſign of the Title, and telling us how to raiſe a Credit upon our Eſtates, he tells us only a long Sto- 
ry _— to make Exchequer-Tallies paſs in paiment, with 4 or 5 1. per Cent. per Annum running In- 
tereirm, 

Sir, You cannot imagine how great Conſfternation we are in in theſe Parts: One is for ſelling 
his Freehold Eſtate, and turning his whole Purchaſe-Money into theſe Tallies, which he weil obſerves 
will bring him in more than his Land by 201. a Year in every 2090 /. Value: Others dread being 
called upon for the Money they owe upon their Eſtates, concluding, ( as they well may) that the 
Mortgagees will not continue their Money any longer with them upon their Eitates, which they 
cannot command when they want it, if they can have the ſame Intereſt for their Money 
while it lies by them in their Cheſts : Others again, who mnſt take up Money upon the Security of 
their Eſtates, do now deſpair of being ſupplied, for the aforeſaid Reatons. In ſhort, we are genc- 
rally concerned that tho nothing is yet done for the landed Man, beiides taxing him with 4 s. in the 
Pound ; yet there are a ſort of Men who are for promoting Projects in P:rliament to ruin them. 

[ cannot but obſerve how induſtriouſly this pretended Champion wwuld tham us oft, telling vs, 
That had we a general Regiſter in England, whereby Titles might be perjedly ſecured, and the transferring 
thereof made eaſy and ſhort , a Method might be propoſed to make even Lana ſerve all the Uſes of Money. 
I am glad he acknowledges that Land may be ſuted to ſuch Uſes; and as I remember ſuch a Merhod 
was laid down laſt Seſſions of Parliament in a Treatiſe 612 the late Funds. ::t (fays he) that 15 ra- 
ther to be wiſh'd for than expeFed. He would have done well to have givea us Reaſons for it, for I 
think it may be both wiſh'd for and expeCted by the Frecholders, ſince it can injure no Body, if it be 
fixed as it may be, but bea Benefit to thouſands, But (ſays he) I ſee nothing at preſent can ſupply the 
Uſe of Money for Rents, Debts and Taxes, but Tallies payable on demand. And why may not Bills ifjued 
out on Land-Security, payable on demand, ſupply the uſe of Money as well as Tallies ? *Tis true, ke 
propoſes 6000001. in Money to circulate 2500000 1. Value in Bills; and if you will encourage a Land- 
Bank, Iam credibly inform'd that three times 600000 1. in Money will not be wanting to circulate 
the Land-Bills; nor will there be a Scarcity of good Titles and fair Eſtates to be a Fund for ſuch ard- 
Bank : Which Bank will not only be able to ſupply his Majeſty, and anſwer all our Occaſions, but will 
ſerve for more than all thoſe Uſes propoſed by our Tally-Merchant. And therefore as this Centle- 
man Propoſes to you to make an Experiment for the 25000001. and deliver Tallies for that Value, 1 
humbly offer it as my Opinion, That you would rather let the Experiment you ſhall make, be in ta- 
your of the landed Men, whom you well know have all along born the greateſt part of the Taxes, 
and not by ſuch new Ways as will inevitably ruin them and their Families. 

I and the Gentleman hath hit upon one Obje&ion himſelf, viz. That it may give too large 4 Power 
co the Exchequer : but he ſolves this ObjeQion very lamely, viz. Thoſe (ſays he) that have the Manage- 
ment hereof, being limited to a certain Sum, they can no more give out Tallies payable on demand exceeding 
the Sum limited by Parliament, than of thoſe payable in Courſe ;, for all theſe -Tallies may be numbred, and 
the Account kept as exatHy as now, I ſee no reaſon to doubt his Majeſty's Juſtice and Honour, or that 
he having ventured his Life in the defence of our Liberties, will ever attempt to invade them ; but 
are we certain who may come after him? Pray, Sir, conſider, What would not ſome of our former 
Kings have done had they had ſuch a Credit lodg'd in the Exchequer, when they wanted not Will, 
but Money and Credit only to enſlave us, and to render Parliaments uſeleſs ! What Puniſhment or 
Penalties can you inflict on thoſe who having the Management of ſuch a Traft ſhall exceed or abuſe 
it 2 Would you inflict upon them a corporal Puniſhment ? a diſpenſing Power renders that inhgnificant, 
Would you amercethem for it? To whom muſt the Forfeiture be paid ? it to the King, no Prince will 
ever ſuffer ſuch a Penalty to he levied upon a Subje&t for obeying his Command, bur will moſt 
certainly remit the ſame. Are the Monies riling by ſuch Forfeitur:s to be di{poſed of by Parliament ? 
jach a Prince will take care that no Parliaments ſhall meet to take cognilance of, muci1 leſs to 
diſpoſe thereof : nor, if once the Exchequer have ſuch a Credit lodged in it, will he ever want them ; 
and therefore when you place ſuch a Credit in the Exchequer, it is my Opinion, That you may at the ſame 
rme diſcharge the Sujects from the further trouble of ſending their Repreſentatives to Farnament.

our Enemies are ſtill ſo deſirous to bring upon us, and are now endeavouring to compleut; 
by all the «Methods that HELL and Rons Can Nvout, CEE en 
Sincs my return to Lonvon, I have conſider 5 Bo our ParLiament (Who are continually 
labouring to unite us, and make us a Happy People) hall not only pay off the Pusrick Dezsrs, 
But make «Money Pientiful among us ; Which thoſe who are not our Friends, have for many 
Years been. carrying eAbroad 1n Specie, or Melting-down, to work up into ſuch Things as 
may well be ſpared, or to ſend into other Countries, either for Trifles, or (for that which is 
worſe), to weaken 1s, and ffrengthey our Enemies ; I am ſure we ſhall be much ſafer than we 
' yet are, And that more than anEqurvatext will be giyeri us for our frequent Ele&jons ; 
For, Trade will flouriſh abundantly more by a Plenty of eoney, paying our Debrs, and eaſing 
us of Taxes, Than if we were to chooſe Partiauexnt Men four Times every Year, 

*T1s evident, That a great Stock of Goods without a ſuitable Quantity of e Money to take 
them off, will not make Trade flouriſh ; "There are Thouſands that are rich in Goods, Bur 
they have no Trade, Becauſe, thoſe that want their Goods have no e Money 3 And I am content 
to loſe my Life, or any thing elle that is dear to me, if ever any conſiderable Quantities of 
Gold or Silver be carry'd to the Tow to be coind; Or, if we keep it long in Cojn, when the 
Owners can make more of it, by ſelling it in Ingors, or ſending it eAbroad in Specie. 

Tr has been minded but by few, But it is certainly true, That for many Years paſt, we 
have had large Quantities of Gold coyn'd, but little or no Silver : 'The Reaſon whereof ap= 
pears to be, not ſo much from the Natural Plenty of the One, and Scarcity of the other, 
as from the Management of thoſe who ork therein ; and have had the Handling of moſt of 
our Money ; There is much more Silver wanted to work into. Plate, for common Uſe; and 
to be exported to the EasT-INDIas, &c. than Gold ; And, That it may be es och 
their while to colle& and mel: down our Silver-Coin for thoſe Purpoſes : Theſe Maxacras 
have ſo wiſely order'd it, That every Crown-piece, whett melted down, ſhall yield them Five 
Shillings and a Penny ; And did I not think .it a Crime, Thus to rob Three Kincpoms, 
and to put them to an Eternal Charge of Copnage to no Purpoſe, but to ſpend the Money 
that is given for that Service, only more and more to inrich a few private Men, I would 
not point out this Miſchief, But I would do as they do, and ſoon jump into ,a Mijghbry Eftate 
by under ſelling them ; For I could get Money enough, If I ſold Standard Silver in Bullion 
for 5 5. and 2 d. + an Ounce, as long as there 1s atiy S:Iver-Coyn that I could have for 
5 s. and 24. And it 1 really no more in our Cogn, Tho? the Market-price for the very ſame 
Silver (when reduced to Bullion by the Fire) 1s 5 4. and 34. And has been ſo for many Year 

ſt, Even ever ſince we have miſs'd thoſe weighty Crowns and Half Crowns , Which once 
abounded with us ; This Fuggle has prevented Silver being ſent to the Mint; As the low _ 
Price of Gold, has brought that into our Coyy ; For, every body knows, That Foreign Gold. | 
Coyn, for many Years paſt (though as fine as our's) would not be taken among us, for ſo 
much as our own ; And, fince the Mer _ 10port every Year conſiderable Quanticies 
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2] and Frehch Gold, and find 4 Profit by it, They ſend it to the Town before they 
robs it ; Where, they not only have it copw'd, without any Charge to themſelves ; But 
immediately a greater Value 15 thereby put upon it : Had it not been for this, the Mint 
would have been quite idle long ago z And, till it is made an £fidvantage likewiſe, to ſend 
<ilarcy thither to be cow'd, inſtead of Coyning we ſhall have the little that now remains among 
us, carry'd abroad in Specie, or melted down, and wrought 1nto Plate, or ſent in Inpors to the 
Easr Invia's, and other Places, for a few conſumable Trifies. 

Ir cannot be expected, That any Man in his Senſes, will be at the Trouble and Charge of 
ſending a Pound of his Standard Silver to the Towsr to be coy d into 3 }, 2 5, When (with- 
out any Trouble, Charge, or Attendance) he can fell it for 3 þ 3s. to the EasT-Invia- 
Company, To any Merchant that wants it to export, Or to any of our Working Goldſmiths, 
thar have Occaſion to buy, whoſe Conſciences will not ſuffer them to melt down our Cogn ; 
And I am fatisfy'd, It is utterly Impoſſible to prevent the melting it down, or effectually to 
incourage the Coynage 3 But, by making it Penal both to the Buyer and Seller, to give Or re 
ceive for any Standard-Silver in Bullion, above F s. and 3 d. an Ounce, or more than Four 
Pounds an Ounce for our Standard-Gold, and fo pro rato for that which 15 coarſer Or finer ; 
'To raiſe our Coyy (at leaſt) a Penny in every Shilling, and to forbid (under very ſevere 
Penalties) The raiſing of any other Sort of Goods, on Account of the Money being ſo raid. 

I know it will be objeted, That a” Price cannot be fix'd on Goods. To-this I anfwer, It 
is granted, a Price cannot be fixt on all Goods. But 1t does not therefore follow, That Bounds 
catinot be ſet to the Prices of ſome Goods: We ſee the Refiners, Goldſmiths, 8c. have given us 
a very ſurprizing Inſtance of their Power this way, They have for ſeveral Years paſt, rais'd 
the Prices of Silver in Bullion beyond what they were Ever known to be, And That, contrary 
to Nature and Reaſon too ; Whereby, They may juſtly be ſaid, To have fixt the Prices of all 
the Coin in the KinGpomnz; DH? But in the doing This, They ſeem to have had a 
a ſpecial Regard to their own ProrIT ; For, ever ſince They raisd Standard-Silver in Bullion 
2 Penny an Ounce, above the very ſame Silver in our Coin, They have had it in their Power 
to Melt down our «Honey, and to get a Penny by every Crown they ſo melt, and more by that 
which happens to be more than Weight, (as fome of it is); And if a few Private Men (by 
Combination) can do That, For Reaſons which they dare not own, Who ſhall deny a Power ro 
our Kinc, Lords and Commons, to ſet Bounds to the Prices of Gold and Silver, both in Bullicn and in 
Coin, When they do it agreeable both ro Nature and Reaſon too ; Not fo, as to rob any Man of, 
but to ſecure to all, their Property, and to preſerve the whole Kincpom from Rain ? Certainly 
it is more natural to ſet the higher Price on that which is more Valuable [our Coin] Than as the 
Refiners and Goldſmiths have done, To put the higher Price on that which is leſs Valuable [Their 
Bullion ;] Will they ſay, That a rude Lump of their Standard-Silver, That weighs 12 Ounces Trey, is 
more Beautiful or Uſeful than twelve Ounces of our Silver Coin, which is of the ſame Srax- 


dard? Or, That their Word, or a looſe Eſſay (That may belong to another Lump) is a greater 
Security to me, 'Lhat I am not cheated in the Fineneſs thereof, Than the King's Image, Arms, and 


In{cription is to the e Honey, Or, That becauſe my twelve Ounces of Silver will be taken by any 
body in Payment ; and their's will not, Therefore I muſt give them 3 1. 3 s. for twelve Ounces 
of their Bullion, which is equal but ro 31.2 s. in eMHoney ; At this Rate, Our Governyent is 
repreſented, As having beſtow'd a great deal of Coſt and Labour to debaſe Silver by coining 
ic; For ſays the Refiner and Goldſmith (not in Words, But the Language of their Manage- 
ment is ſuch) © Our Coin was a Shilling in a Pound more valuable before any of this Work- 
© manſhip at the Mint was beſtow'd on it, and by melting it [only] we can immediately bring ic 
© up to it's true value again, All Impartial Judges will own, Thar it is highly reaſonable, Thar 
our Gold and Silver-Coin ſhould be always fixt at a higher Price, Than Gold and Silver of the 
ſame Fineneſs in Bullion, Not only on Account ot it's being really more uſeful and valuable, 
Bur, becauſe we find, That no other e Method can prevent it's being melted down, and ſent into 
Foreign Countries; Now, tho' our PARLIAMENT cannot ſet a Price on all other Goods, yet ſince 
they can fix a Price on Money, and (ſor the ſake of the Coinage) keep Gold and Silver in Bullion 
always ſomething below it ; They do, in effec, ſet a Price on all other Goods; For, Gold and 
Silver being the e Medium of Bartering, If ſome would raiſe their Goods becauſe our Coin is 
Tais'd, Gold and Silver in Bullion (which then muſt not riſe) will prevent them. If I am at 
home, and to deal with a Subjet of Great Britain, he cannot refuſe my Money as the Parr- 
AMENT ſhall think fit to fix it. If I go Abroad, and cannot take Erpliſh Goods with me, I ſhall 
then take Bullion as cheap as I can now; And it will be out of the Power of any body to 
impoſe on me in the Price, But, as Matters at preſent ſtand, I know not but in a, Month's 
Time, the Reſmers and Goldſmiths may raiſe Standard in Bullion from F s. 3 d. to 55.44. an 
Ounce ; And I ſhall not be able to help my ſelf, but I muſt pay it, becauſe I have not the 
liberty of taking Engliſh Coin with me, or if I would run the Ri/que, I muſt loſe a great deal 
of Time in waking a Collefion of ſo much heavy Money as I want to carry Abroad, 

Is this Myſtery of Iniquity be not immediately withſtood, we have no Security, But that the 
Price of Silver in Bullion may be rais'd ſo high, as to make it worth any Body's While to melt 
dry, even our worn Six-pences and Shillings before the ParLianent can meet again ; So that 
thoſe ſhall be then as ſcarce as our Crowns are now ; I am fatisfy'd, nothing has kept our ſmaller 
Money hitherto among us, bur it's Lightneſs. 

Ir the Partiament (to prevent our Ruin) ſhall raiſe our C-in, it cannot be ſuppos'd, That all 
our Landlords, Merchants, Tradeſmen and Farmers can agree together to raiſe their Rents and 
Goods immediacely on that Account, ſo as to deteat their own Happineſs ; If ſome do, and o- 
thers do not, They that do, will ſoon have their Houſes ſtand Empty, and loſe their Trade and 
Money too ; Eſpecially if a ſevere Penalty be laid on them that doit. And ſurely, if an Alehouſe- 
Keeper will then demand 13 4. for four Pots of fuch Drink as I now have for a Shilling, 
tho' he will give me no Reaſon for it ; Yet, it will plainly appear that he has rais'd it on this

very Account. But we never found Goods rais'd, becauſe Guineas were advanc'd from twenty 
Shillings ro one and twenty and fix-pence ; Nor dc we now find any body will have a greater 
Price for their Goods, when we pay them in Hali-pence or Farthings, which are not halt the va-= 
lue of our Silver; So far from it, that I can now have twenty Pound Steriiyg in Silver Coin, 
the intrinſick Value whereof (according to the preſent Market-price) is 207. 65.8d. For 19]. 
3 5. 44. (by tale) in our Copper-Money, The Intrinfick Value whereof is ſcarce 9 1.10 s. This 
has kept our Farthings and Half-pence from Foreigners, as well as from being wrought up at Home ; 
Whereas, it our Copper-ſmiths could have made as great a Profit by Melting, Working, or Ex- 
porting that Species of our Money, as the Refiners and Goldſmiths can by our Silver: Coin, I am fa- 
tisfy'd (tho? we have not half Copper-e Honey enough for neceſſary Change) we ſhould not have 
had the tenth Part of what we now have. 

I 7 ſeems very unreaſonable, That even our Enemies ſhall have not only a Power to carry 
Silver to the TowtR, when it is cheap, and inrich themſelves by having it there copn'd, with- 
out any Charge to them, (Tho' at a conſiderable Expence to the Pvuzricx) But alſo when 
they have ſo done, To raiſe the Price of Bullion above what it is in the Coz, Thar fo they 
may make a much greater Profit to themſelves by melting down That again, And all the 
reſt of our Cozy with it ; By this unnatural Management, they are privately haſtning on our 
Ruin, Tho' they could not do it by open Tumults, and annatural Rebellions ; They well 
know, If they can but make us poor and diſcontented, they can ſoon over-power us : "Their 
Golden-P;fols, as well as their Braſs-Guns will then do much more Execution upon us, than 
it is poſlible for them to do, when a Plenty of Money and a flouriſhing Trade, ſhall (by GOD's 
Blefling) have ſet us above being either Bribed or Beaten by them. 

Is a Goldſmith ſhould by his Council, plead for having Standard-Silver in Bullion ſomething 
above the ſame Silver in our Cozy, I might with as much Reaſon and Equity plead, Thar 
it may be Enacted, That all our Gold/miths ſhall fell their wrought-Plate for leſs Money 
than they actually pay for the very Silver there is in it: I know, they would cry 
out, They fhould all ſoon be ruin'd at that Rate, And fo will the Nation too, if we 
ſuffer our Blood any longer to be ſuckt out in the ſame Manner, by theſe Horſe-Leaches. 

Some Years ago, When Standard-Silver in Bullion, did not exceed F s. and 2 4. an Ounce, 
(as it was 1n our Coyz;) It was found, That while our »ronght Plate, ſuch as Monteiths, 
'Tankards, Salvers, Cups, Spoons, &c. were made of $;Iver of the ſame Degree of Fineneſs 
with our Afoney, "The Working Goldſmith if he wanted Silver, would not be at the Trouble 
to go to Market to buy, nor indeed did he know where to go; If it was exactly at 
$ s. and 2 4. an Ounce, he had it by him in Coyn, and could melt it down without any 
Loſs to himſelf ; And to be ſure, he would not give more for that which he was not ſo 
well aſſured was Standard ; If it was never ſo little under 5 s. and 2 4, He that had it to 
ſell, could ſend it to the Tower, and make thar of it ar once, without waiting for a great 
many ſmall Cuſtomers, and ſpending his Time on them for nothing; And the lower the 
Price was, The more he got by turning it into Coyz ; So rhar indeed, The Forking Gold- 
{ſmith was under a Sort of Neceflity of melting down our Money, to keep himſelf employ'd ; 
And it cannot be thought, Afrer this, When Bullion was rais'd above the Value of our Coyn, 
That the Merchant would ſend Standard to the Mint, to receive leſs for it from thence in 
Con, Than he could have of the Easr-InDia-Conpany, and of the Goldſmith. 

Upon Examination, I believe it would be found, That there has been very little 


Standard-Silver in Bullion ſent to be coyn'd, ſince it's Price has been raisd tro F 5s. and 


3 d. an Ounce ; I am ſure, if Forty Thouſand Pounds were given every Year for the 
Encouragement of Coynage, it would never bring One Ounce of Gold or Silver into the 
Mint, if the Owners can make more of it by ſelling it: This I think makes it evident 
to a Demonſtration, That if there be a Neceflity of Coyning, and of keeping our Money from 
being Melted down or Exported, There is a Neceflity of bringing it to, and keeping-it at a 
Higher Price than Bullion ; Our Standard-Silver in Bullion is now at F s. and 3 4. and if ir 
were to be lower'd to F Shillings, or 5 and a Penny, ſo as to bring it under what it is 
now in our Coyy, The Owners would preſently cry out, It was taking from them their 
Property ; And indeed it would be ſo far from incouraging the Importation oi more, That it 
would oblige thoſe that have any conſiderable Quantities by them, to ſend ir abroad to a 
better Market. But if our Crown be advanced to Five Shillings and Five Pence, and our 
other Money in the ſame Proportion, and Bullion and all other Commedities kept from riſing 
on that Account; The Gain to him that ſends his Bullion or »rought-Flate to the Mint will 
be ſo conſiderable, That *tis very probable, there will be a Neceflity of limiting the Time, 
"That ir ſhall be receiv'd there ; or reſtraining the Officers from receiving above ſuch a Quan- 
tity, as the Wiſdom of the Nation ſhall think ſufficient to anſwer the neceſſary Occaſions of 
Trade and Buſineſs, And when that is coyn'd, The Mint may be ſhut up for ſome Years, 
For, we ſhall then be in no more Danger of having our Money melted down or Exported, 
than we are now of having our Bank or Exchecquer-Notes burnt, or ſent abroad. Our Stan- 
dard-Silver in Coyn will be then above 4. 4. an Ounce more valuable than the ſame Silver in Bullion, 
and our Gold in Coyn, Six Shillings and Eight Pence an Ounce better than it will be in 
Bullion. "There will then be no Reaſon to fear, That any body will wels down or carry 
abroad our Money, when they know they muſt loſe fo much by it. 

«THz PakLianenT ſome Years ago, To prevent the Goldſmiths melting down our Honey for their 
Terk, Enacted, That all Wrought-Plate, (except Wire and other ſmall things that were not capable 
of receiving ir) ſhould be mark: at Goldſmith's-Hall, As a Teſtimony, that it is eight Penny- weight 
in a pound finer than our Coin; Concluding, That the Goldſmiths knew not how, Or would not be 
at the Trouble to refine our Money, to make it fit for their Purpoſes: Here, they have taken the 
Liberty of making ire, and abundance of other ſmall Things in Silver, of the ſame Standard with 
our Coin; And he muſt be a wonderful honeſt Man among chem, That willnot only loſe his Time 
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to go to 2 Refiney tO buy for 5 x. and 5 d. an Oiince, for thoſe Uſes, when he has it by him in his 
Bags, or in his Pocket at 5 5. and 2 d. which he is ſure too, is of the Fireſs he would have ic. Bur, 
if he wantsto make our Moxey fit to work up into large Plate (that muſt be marks,) which will 
now pay him well for the refining it, He knows how to do that much eaſier than he can 0/4 Plate;that 
has Sodder in it ; However, the Goldſmith can manage it more to his Advantage, fave both Time 
and Fire, and make it anſwer his Purpoſe as well as if he refn'd it, viz. He can melt down one 
pound of onr Money wherein there is 11 Ounces 2 Penny-weight of fine Silver, which ſtands him 
in 31.2 ;z. One ponnd of Burnt-Silver (The produce of old Lace), which has 11x Ounces 16 Penny- 
weight of fine Silver, and coſts him (at moſt) but 3 /. 6 s, with one Pound more, wherein there 
is 11 Ounces 72 Penny-weigh: of fine Silver, which he has for 3]. 65.7 4; Theſe three (without any 
refining), only melted together, make 3 1. of Silver of the New Sterling, lit for his larger Work, and 
by this Mancgement,he ſaves 3s. 5 4. inthe 3 1. Beſides what he gets afterwards by the Workmanſhip ; 
But, if he happen to have no Burnt-Silver by him, he can melt down a Pound and a half of our 
Coin at 3 1. 2 5. per Pound, with a Pound and a half of Silver, which has but 2 Penny-weight Ahoy 
in a Pound, and ſtands him in 37.8 s. 44. per Pound : Theſe without any further Trouble or 
Charge, produces him 3 Pound of Silver of the New Sterling [Now] worth 9 1. 18 s. Here indeed 
his Gain by melting, is but 2 5. 6d. But, That is above Three-farthings an Ounce, And conſidering 
the Quantity that has been melted every Year to work up at Home, as well as to be ſent Abroad, it 
may very eaſily be conceiv'd, what a vatt Profit oy have by their e Management of our Coin at this 
rate ; They may well get great Eſtates in a few Years, and ride in their Coaches, when they can 
rob the Puztick in a Way much worſe, (tho' leſs obſerv'd) than the Clippers did ſome Years ago ; 
While the Fair-Dealer is utterly ruin'd through the ſcarcicy of Money, occaſion'd by the greater and 
leſſer Melters, And by thoſe who carry Abroad our Silver 3n Coin, contrary to Law. We muſt 
likewiſe believe all our Refiners and Exporters of Bullion are very honeſt, If they will give g s. 3 4. 
an Ounce for Standard-Silver, when by melting down our Coin, They have it for 5 5. and 2 4. ready 
eſſazd and adjaſted to their Hands ; This they can do, without truſting a Servant, or calling any 
Witneſſes when they go to the Melting-Por, And I know not who ſhall accuſe them, if they can bur 
keep their own Counſell : Every honeſt Refiner and Goldſmith will rejoyce when the ParLiament 
has put it out of the Power of the Knaves thus to rob the PuzLicx, Which is notonly a very great 
Prejudice to them in their Fazr-Trade, but brings them all under a Suſpicion, with thoſe that do not 
know them, and with thoſe who are apt to judge all Men alike. | 

Ir has been obſerv'd, That our Refiners and Goldſmiths have (to this Day) kept up the Price 
of Silver in Bullion a Penny an Ounce above whar it is in our Coyn, as univerſally, and as 
ſteadily, as if they had obtain'd an A&# of ParLiawent for it ; And it has made no Manner 
of Noiſe, till our Money is become ſo ſcarce by this Stratagem, That I am farisfy'd any one 
may go into Five Thouſand conſiderable Shops in Lonnon, Wzsrminsrer and SouThWakx, 
which are well ſtock't with Goods, but cannot help him to Silver for a Guinea ; This pre- 
vents their taking many Thouſands of Pounds in a Year, Even from thoſe that have Money, 
but cannot gei it ſo readily chang'd as formerly, Whereas, ſome Years ago, when we had 
a Plenty of Silver, Moſt People coveted to part with it for Goid; Now there is not a Quar- 
ter enough of the former to anſwer the neceſſary Occaſions of Trade ; Some there is ſtill 
in the Hands of a few, who, I doubt, conſider not the Injury that is done to the Puziick 
by Melting it down, or ſending it abroad in Specie. Thouſands of Families are ready to 
farve, who could live very handſomely by their Buſineſs, and pay Taxes cheerfully, if there 
were any Life put into Trade, by making a Plenty of our Silver-Coyn among us, by keeping 
it in the Land, and by making it circulate. | 

Is from the laſt time that Standard-Sihver in Bullion was under F s. and 2 4. an Ounce, 
when {no doubt) there was conſiderable Quantities of that Commodity ſent to the Tower 
to be coyn'd, it were to be examin'd, how much Silver in Bullion has been imported, and 
how much exported ; I am perſwaded it would be found, That twice as much (even in Bullion)

It's probable fome 
will reply, That there might be vaſt Quantities in the Merchants Hands at the Time we 
begin our Account ; But it ſeems very unreaſonable to ſuppoſe, That juſt after ſuch a Time, 
when the Merchants and others could make more of it by Coyning it than any other Way, 
That they would keep it by them 3 They ſeldom negle& an Opportunity that fairly preſents 
of getting Money; And they then knew, if they cojn'd it, They could afterwards melt it 
down without any Loſs to themſelves, when the Excour:gement for ſending it to the «Hint 
(by the riſing of Silver) ſhould happen to be over. And if they can raiſe the Price of Ser, 
as the Stock-jobbers can the Stocks, "They may get more by Melting down our Coyn, when 
Silver is dear (as it is now) than they did when it was cheap by tending it to the Tower.

Knowledge, Tho' our Guineas ares much more conyenient for Travelling 3 yet becauſe they 
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_— take fo niuch of them in other Countries, they load themſelves with our heavy Silver 
oneſ — _ IO = = 
Ax ſo ſute as I was ſome Years ago, That th*: ©!ippers would rain us then, if they had gone on, 
ſo ſure am I now, 'That thoſe who carry eAbrcc2 our Silver, either in Coin or melted down into; 
Bullion, and bring us home only a tew periſhing Commodities inſtead thereof (and thereby hinder 
the Conſumption of our own Product and Manufatture, The inriching of our Lands, And Employing 
our Poor) will deſtroy us, if they be not immediately prevented, By railing the Value of our 
Coin, and keeping Silver and Gold in Bullion, and all other Things from riſing. 

We may eaſily conceive how ſoon theſe Robbery can get up the little Silver that is left among us, 
if it be but conſider'd, what a ſudden Alteration they have made of late ; It is not long that their 
Villany has been ſo wvifible in the diſmal Effe&s of it; I mean thar aſtoniſhing Scarcity of our $ilver- 
Coin : A while ago, I lookt on it as a mighty Favour, if I could get a Hundred Guineas ar the 
Bank, at the Pay: Office 1n Broad-ſtreet, or from a Banker in Lombard-freet ; But now (ſince ſo many 
have diſcover'd the Secret, That they can make a Penny by melting down5-er-exporting a Crown,) I 
muſt look on it as great a Favour, It I can receive a, hundred Shillings in Silver at any of thoſe 
Places; And I firmly believe, That in a few Months more, we ſhall be robb'd of half thar little 
which remains, if their Trade be not forthwith ſpoild; T ain 4ure we muſt be always in Debr, al- 
ways Poor, and always in Danger, when our e Honey is once gone, and our Trade thereby ruin'd. 

I find nothing ſaid againſt Raiſing our Coin, Thar looks like an Objettion, But, "That if we do it, 
Foreign Exchange will riſe : I ſhall by two Inſtances ſhew, That thoſe who make that ObjeFion, ei- 
ther know not what they ſay, or defigh only to amuſe ſome People, who they think do not

land by means of that Trade. If therefore it can be demonſtrated that 
a yearly Baijance of Silver was iflu'd into France, it is plain that our 
Exports could not be equal to their Imports ; and then the Mercator. and 
his Mafters will be oblig'd to confeſs, that this Trade has not always been 
beneficial to this Kingdom. | 
The Way I ſhall chuſe to do this, ſhall. be by the Courſe of the Ex- 
change between Loxdon and Paris, tor many Years before the Revolution, 
But here I am ovlig'd to explain this matter of Exchange a little, ro 
make the Argument intelligible, * 


A Exchange 


ou 
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Exchange then is a Way of paying the Debts reciprocally due between 
two Cities of the ſame or different Countries, without tranſmitting a- 
ny Mony from the one to the other, and only by changing the Debtors 
of one City into the Debtors of the other. 

- For example; A. of Londoz is indebted in 100 7. to B. of Brito, and 
C. of Briſto! owes juſt the ſame Sum to D, of Loxdon. *Tis manifeſt theſe 
' Debts may be paid without tranſmitting any Mony from either of thoſe 
Cities to the other, and only by transferring the Debts, viz. by the Pay- 
ment of 4's Debt to D. and that of C. to F If therefore 4. and C. ſhall 
mutually defire each other to pay the reſpeQive Debt of each, if the Lox- 
don Debtor ſhall by his Bill deſire him of Byr;/o/ to pay 100/7. to the 
Creditor of that City, and the _ Debtor ſhall defire him of Loxdoy 
to pay 1007. to the Creditor in this City ; it is manifeſt both Debts are 
transfer'd, each Debtor has chang'd his Creditor, and the Notes by which 
this is deſir'd are properly and juſtly calPd Bills of Exchange. 

In like manner, how numerous foever the Creditors may be, and 
whether the Debts are 100 or 100,000. yet as long as the total Sums 
due from each City to the other are uy, the whole may be diſcharg*d 
by Bills of Exchange, without tranſmitting a fingle Farthing from or 
to either of the Cities, 

But where the Debts of either of the Cities exceed thoſe of the other, 
it is impoſſible they ſhould be all paid in each by Bills of Exchange, with- 
out tranſmitting the Difference 1n Mony from that City wh is moſt 


indebted, - For example ; if the Debts of the People of London to thoſe 
of Briſtol are 100,c00 /. and the Debts of Briftol to London are 1007. 
leſs; the whole reciprocal Debts of each cannot be diſcharg'd by Bills of 
Exchange : the Difference, that is to ſay the 100/. muſt be tranſmitted 


from Lowdop, or from ſome other Place that is indebted in that Sum to 
London. | 


W here the Debts reciprocally due from the People of each City to the 


other are equal, no Reaſon can be affign'd why the Exchange ſhould not 
be equal; why a Citizen of Bro! who wants to pay 100 4. in London, 
ſhould not give as much for his Bill of Exchange, as a Londozer ſhall aive 
to pay the like Sum tn Brifto!; or indeed, why 1n either of rhe Places any 
more than 1007. ſhould be given for a Bill of Exchange of the like Value. 
Tf this is ſo, the Exchange muſt be at Par (as it is uſually calld) that is to 
ſay, the Price of a Bill of Exchange of 100 /. muſt be Par or equal to 
109 /. in both Places. | 
But if a Sum of Mony muſt be aQuually tranſmitted from Loxdoz to 
Briſtol, to pay the Difference or Exceſs of Debts due from the former to 
the latter, the Carriage and Inſurance of this Sum muſt be paid by the 
People who are to tranſmit the Mony. This cannot chuſe but raiſe the 
Value of a Bill of Exchange at London above Par, and reduce the Ex- 
change at Briſtol below Par, in proportion to the Charge of the Car- 
riage and Inſurance of the Sum that ſhall be tranſmitted from the for- 
mer to the latter, Suppoſe, for example, the Debts due from Landon to 
Briſtol are 1000 1. and thoſe from Briffo! to Loydon but goo 1. that the 
' Difference, viz. 100 /. muſt be tranſmitted from this laſt Place, and that 
the Carriage and Inſurance of ſuch a Sum ſhall coft 10 5. it is certain the 
Debtors of Londow who are to pay the Mony in Bri/tol, muſt be at 
this whole Charge : and the Queſtion is, How and by which of them it 
ſhall be born? 


It 
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It is certain that no one of the Debtors in Loxdoz will be contented 
to bear the whole _—, of 10 5s. but every one of them will endeavour 
to procure a Bill of Exchange. And fince there cannot be Bills of Ex- 
change upon Briſtol tor every one of the Debtors in Loxdoz, by our very 
Suppolition, every one of the latter will be contented to give a little 
more than xoo /. for a Bill of Exchange upon Bri/tol. od 

Every one. of them alſo, to reduce his part of the Charge of tranſ- 
mitting the 100 /, to Briſtol, will be ready to let a Briſtol Creditor draw 
upon him with ſome Abatement. So that the Perſons who make it 
their Buſineſs to remit Mony, will be at the immediate Charge of tranf- 
mitting the 1007, to Brito! ; and every Debtor in London is likely to 
bear his part of the Charge, by giving Sixpence more than 10c/. for a 
Bull of Exchange of that Value upon Br#ffo/, or by taking Sixpence leſs 
than 100 /, in Brifto/, to pay that Sum in Lodo», . By which means the 
Charpe of tranſmitting the 100 /. lies upon the Debtors of Loxdoz, and 
is born by all of them ſhare and ſhare alike, 

If the Difference therefore of the Exchange between London and Bri/- 
zol is to the Diſadvantage of the former; if a Man in Londoz will give 
Sixpence more that 106 /, for a Bill of Exchange upon Brito! of this 
Value, or take Sixpence leſs than 100 /. in Brijtcl, to pay this laſt Sum 
in Lozaon : If this is the current Difference of the Exchange between both 
Places, it is a clear Demonſtration, that a Ballance in Meny is due from 
Lonaon to Briſtal. | | | 

The fame Argument will hold pood, nor only between London and. 
Briſol, but alſo between London and any other Town in Exgland, of any 


other Country. 

Mooy, of whatſnever Weight and Fineneis, in wharſoever Country, 
ought certainly to be valw'd againſt the ſame intrinſick Worth of Mony 
in any other Country. For example, The old Frexch Crown is equiva- 
lent to4s, and 64, orto 544. Empliſp; or 1004, Engliſh is equivalent 
to 444 Crowns, 15 Livices old French Mony, The Exchange therefore 
between. Explavd and .France is at Par, when we give heither leſs nor 
more in Ezg/and than 5/4 d, for a Bill of Exchange, to pay an old French 
Crown ; or when we give neither more nor lefs than 1007, in England 
for a Bill of Exchanfgte, to pay 444 Crowns 15 Livres of old French 
Mony. The ſame may be fatd in France, wutatis mutandis, with reſpe& 
to the Payments they are to make in England. 

On the contrary, if in Ezg/azs we are to give more than 54 4. for a. 
Bill of Exchange tt pay a Crown, or more than zoo /. to pay 444 
Crowns 1+ Livres off old French Mony ; and the Freach fhall give leſs 
than 444 Crowns for a Bill of Exchange to pay 100 /. or leſs than their 
old French Crown tc pay 54 4. in England, it is manifeſt the Difference of 
the Exchange is in the favour of Frazce, and that a Ballance in Mony is 
going to them out of Exg/and, And the greater the Difference is againſt 
us, beyond what will pay tor the Carriage into France, it is a Demonſtra- 
tion of the greater Ballance of Mony going out of Exgland. |

EXCHANGE on PARIS. 
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Theſe are the Prices, as Exchange went frorn hence to Paris; but when 
Bills were drawn at Paris on London, the difference was a Penny, or 
three Half-Pence higher : which is ſo much the more to the diſadvantage 
of England,

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It is manifeſt by the above-mention*'d Scheme, during the Year 1673, 
at a Medium, we paid in Lozdon 55 4. ;+ for a Bill of Exchange, to pay 
in Paris the then French Crown, or the Equivalent of our 54 4, Thac is, 
to pay 444 of their i and 15 of their then Livres (which are the 
Equivalent of our rev/.) we paid 102/.

And on the contrary, as at the leaſt ſo much ſhort is always given for 
Bills of Exchange at Paris on Lonaoy, as thoſe at London exceed ; it is 
certain, that no Man in Pars, during that Year, at a Medium, paid 
more than the Equivalent of 97 /. 12 s. for a Bill of Exchange to pay 
ico. in London, So that the People in Paris paid as much leſs than Par 
for Bills of Exchange, to pay their Debts in London ; as we here gave 
more than Par for the Payment of ours in Parzs. 

It is not to be imagin'd, that during a time of Peace, as that was, be. 
| tween England and France, it could coſt any Man above one per Cer. 
to carry and enſure Crown Pieces, or Bullion, from Loxdon to Pars : that 
is, 20s, for 30/7, weight, four times as much as would be given for equal 
Freight of an Eaſt-India Voyage, tho the Return from Pars is made in a 
24th part of the time. If therefore, [according to the Courſe of the Ex- 
change, any Man in London indebted in 444 Cr. 1; Li. old Mony ; or 
which is the ſame thing in 1co/. will pay 1027. 10s, to him that ſhall 
diſcharge this Debt: And if the Value of 100 /. in Bullion can be carryd 
and uo} ty ro Pars for this purpoſe at the Coſt of 20 5s. *tis plain here is 
3o 5. clear Profit to the Man that exports the Value of roo /. in Bullion to 


that City. And if this Voyage can be repeated twelve times in a Year, 
and the Courſe of rhe Exchange ſhall continue till the ſame, the clear 


Gain will be 18 per cent. per ann. This perhaps would be thought as 
_ great Profit as was to be gain'd by any Trade whatſoever, Is it then in 
the leaſt to be doubted, that great Quantities of Bullion, whether coin'd 
or uncoin'd, were exported in that Year from London to Paris ? = 
But of this we may reit aſſur'd, That as it appears by the Difference 
of the Exchange, that Mony was due to France upon the Ballance of our 
Trade, ſo the Imports from that Kingdom hither muſt needs have ex- 
ceeded our Exports to that Country ; and if the Loſs of Mony was a 
Itriment, the French Trade could not poſſibly be beneficial to this 
Kingdom, unleſs it can be ſhewn that we were ſome way or other re- 
pair'd by means of the ſame Trade. | 
As for the Year 1674. we paid here a Medium for Bills of Exchange 
upon Paris 575 to pay 54; or to pay there the Equivalent of 100 /. it 
coft us here 1067. 35. 54, Andevea the following Year to pay in Paris 
the Equivalent of 100 /. it coſt us here for Bills of Exchange 14 U. 12 5. 
74, And for the ſame reaſon as before, Bills of Exchange upon London 
were purchas'd as much below Par in Pars, as we paid ,avove Par for 
thoſe we bought in Lozdoz upon Paris, And tis well known, that in 
Morlaix and other Towns of Frazce with which we traded, the Exchange 
was yet a great deal more to the Diſadvantage of this Kingdom. Theſe 
were ſuch prodigious Differences, that it is wonderful any Bullion could 
be left in Exgland. But certainly the Profit was fo very great for exporting 
of it into Fraxce, and io much of it therefore, we may depend upon ir,

In the Years 1683, 1685, 1686._the Ballance was not above 14 s. per

ment ſufficient to export great Quantities of Coin out of Exgland ; yet 
doubtleſs it was ſufficient to intercept very. great Part of that Bullion 
which was coming to us upon the Ballance .of our Trade with Holland, 
Spain, and other Countries.

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IS preſent Majeſty by his Letters Patents, dated in Fwre 1694, did grant unto Abel Slaney, Dantel Barton, and others, ſole 
Power, Licence and Authority to make Copper Farthings and Halt-pence, and to utter and diſpoſe of the ſame for 
ſeven Years from the Date, for their own Benefit, without paying any Rent, or other Advantage to the Crown for 
the ſame: In Conſideration whereof they -Covenanted with His Majeſty to change all fuch Tin Farthings (except 
Counterfeit) as had been formerly made, to any Perſons that ſhould bring them to their Office, without any delay, 


after the rate of 2001, a Week, for the like quantity by Tale of Copper Parthings and Hali:pence, and ſhould -melt down the 


fame, fo as none ſhould remain unmelted above fourteen days. 


And that they ſhould make their Copper Farthings ang Half- Pence intirely of pure fine Merchantable Engliſh Copper, in them- 


ſelves of equal Weight, or as near as may be, and ſhould make no more of a Pound Weight of Copper than Twenty one Pence, 


with a Remedy not exceeding two Farthings ; and that the ſame ſhould be rolled and milled, and made in Workman-like manner, 


and thar they ſhould ſell them for no more than the Value of Farthings or Half-pence. 


But the ſaid Patentees not regarding the Publick Good, nor the Performance of the Cond tions of their Patent, and deſigning to 


make great Advantages to themſelves, have uſed very unjuſt and deceitful means to avoid the changing and melting down the ſaid Tin 


Farthings, and have made their Copper ones of worſe Metal, and much lighter than they are obliged; and many exorbitant 


Frauds and Abules they have under colour of their {aid Patent put upon his Majeſty and his People. 


As firſt; They have refuſed to exchange the ſaid Tin Farthings when they have been brought to their Office, but wearied out. 
the Bringers with tedious Delays and Attendances, and rhen imploy'd their Servants and others to buy vaſt quantities of the faid 
Tin Farthings at but 8 or 10s. for a Pound Srer/zng; and have ordered and permitted ſuch only as belonged to themſelves 
and their Servants, or at the moſt ſome very ſmall quantities.of the common Peoples, (for ſhew only ) to be exchanged. 


The Patentees to colour their Fraud in buying and exchanging, as aforeſaid, with ſome ſhew of Publick Juſtice, made an Or- 


.der, that every one having any quantiries of the ſaid Tin Farthings ſhould enter their Names and Quanrities in their Office, pro- 


,miſing to exchange weekly 200/, proportionably amongſt ſuch Perſons as ſhould ftand in Priority in their Books; and would 
weekly ſend out Notes or Tickets to the Perſons to whoſe turn it ſhould thus happen, to come and exchange their due Proportions 
of the {ſaid 200 4. but in thoſe Books many hundreds of ſham and feigned Names, with ſuppoſed quantities of Tin Farthings were 
inſerted, thereby to abuſe ſuch Perſons as ſhould inſpect their Books, with a belief rhar there were far greater Quanriri=s to he |

And to make appear the unjuſt Advantage the Patentees make to themſelves, they have ordered their Servants weekly to divide 2 


$0, 60, or at the moſt 70 /. amongſt a certain number of Perſons as they ſtood in their Books, proportionably to their ſeveral 8 


Sums, and ſent out Tickets to the Perſons concern'd, to come and exchange their Proportions : and for ſo much as wanted to make | 
up the ſaid 50, 60, or 704. their Complement of two hundred, the Patentees, ſometimes themſelves, and other. times their # 
Servants by their Direction, deviſed and ordered feigned Names and Sums to be put into Tickets with private Marks, which were 
always kept in their Office, and filed with:the true, ro compleat their Weekly Accounts. | 


That the Patentees have made ye of great Frauds to prevent the melting down ſuch Tin Parthings as have been brought to : 
their Office, and have grofly deceived and abuſed the King's Comptroller, whoſe Duty it was to have ſeen the ſame done, by 
removing great quantities thereof after they have been examined and weighed, and made ready for melting. 


That the Patentees, or thoſe they chiefly imploy,. have made Agreements in Writing, to have 20 1. per Cent. for Exchange in & 
Tin Farthings, and afterwards refuſed to perform the ſame unlelis the Party would give 3o /. per Cent. | : 


That the Copper of which they have made their Farthings, is not of the Goodneſs preſcribed them by their Patent ; but upon 


an indifferent Efſay it appears to be above an eighth part worſe than it ought to be, 


That the Copper Farthings are much lighter than they are obliged to make them, moſt containing 26 Pence, and many of # 
them 28 Pence to the Pound Weight, whereas they ought to be no more than 2x d. £; by which means the Patentees, if ſuffered * 
to proceed in the Coinage of 7oo Tun of Copper, will make an unjuſt Advantage to themſelves, contrary to the Import of 
their Patent, of Forty five thouſand Pounds, befide the fraudulent Gain they make by their Methods of exchanging, which will in 


a ſhort time bring far greater Miſchiefs upon the Poor, and all forts of Trading Perſons, than of late they labour'd under in rela- 
tion to the Tin Farthings. 


Neither are their Farthings or Half-pence roll'd and cut as they are obliged to make them, but caſt, and that in ſo homely and 
unworkman-like manner, that it is in the power of every commoa Artificer to counterfeit them. 


And further, it is obſervable, that in the Months of Ofober, November and December laſt paſt, the Patentees, or their Agents, 5 
kept up all the Copper Farthings and Half-pence, nor did they let any be paid out of the Office, nor did they coin any confidera- * 
ble quantity, under pretence of Copper being dear, when it is believ'd, conſidering the Tenets and Principles of moſt of theſe |

Some Relief was given the Nation, by the late A@ for Reducing the Intereſt of Money 
from Six to Fiye per Cent. But it left that.excellent Work very Imperfe& in two reſped&s, v:z. 
Firſt, In that it makes no Proviſion for the Eaſe of thoſe that had born the Burden and 
Heat of the Day, in contraQing great Debts upon their Eſtates, at an high Intereſt, by 
paying the Taxes and other publick Charges during all the War, and for more then Twenty 
Years together z unleſs they could borrow Money to pay off the ſame, which is very Charg+ 
able and Difficult to be done, <cſpecially when the Mortgage is tun far into the Value of 
the Eſtate. So that, by that Law, they who are the leaſt able, are to carry the heavieſt 
Load z whereby many ancient and good Families in the Kingdom muſt be Ruined, if no 
farther Relief be given therein.

- It may be conſidered, that before the Wars, Money was as commonly lent upon Per- 
ſonal Security (eſpecially in moderate Sums) as Real. But it was, for the moſt Parr, at the 
Then lawful latereſt of Six 'per Cent. when few would give above Five per Cert. on Mot t- 
gages. But the Courſe of Afijrs, in that reſpeQ, is now almoſt wholly chang'd, there 
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ſcarce being one Sum lent upon Perional Security now, for One hundred ſo lent before the 
Wars ; by which Change, the general Trade of the Nation has been greatly Ruined, and 
will be more ſo, if not timely relieved, by giving ſome reaſonable Incouragemeat to the

Nor is the Landed-Intereſt to be much improved by any ReduQion of the Rate of Inte- 
reſt for Money, unleſs the Trading-Intereſt be likewiſe improved, There being ſo great 
an Affinity between them, that the Good of the Former entirely depends on that of the 
Latter : For the Stocking and Storing, and other the Ordering of Lands, and the Many- 
ſaturing and Diſpoſing of the Produce thereof, is a principal Part of the Trade of the

Now, the monopolizing the Money of the Nation into Huxter's Hands, having, in great 
meaſure broken and deſtroy'd rhe Courſe of the common lending thereof, on Perſonai 
Security; And the Merchant, Trader and Farmer, having Ieldom any Land-Security to 
vive; the lower the general Intereſt of Money 1s reduced, the harder ſtill will it be for 
them to borrow any for the Support of Trade. And all Perſons being deſirous to lend their 
Monies: upon Real Security, ſuch as would borrow any upon Perſonal {at the ſame Intereſt) 
muſt certainly pay immoderate Extortion for it : As the Merchants and other great Dealers 
have long done, to the new Money-Merchants for great Sums; and the Artificers and 
I:ſſer Dealers to the common. Pawn-Brokers for ſmaller Sams, even upon the Depoſit ot 
Goods : Inſomuch that it ſeems ſufficient to pierce, even the Heart of an Uſurer, to con- 
ſider, to what miſerable Shifts the poor Trader is daily put, to borrow Money, to carry on 
his Trade, and ſupporc his Family. 

It is therefore moſt humbly propoſed, That the Rate of Intereſt be' reduced to Ten 
Shillings, or Twenty Shillings leſs in the Hundred' Pounds, for all that ſhall be lent or 
continued, upon Mortgage, Statute, Judgment or Stock-Securities z than for what ſhall be 
lent or continued on Securities, only and really Perſonal, wz. on Bond, Bill or Note;

And whether the ExaQtions of Pawn-Brokers, upon the Neceſlities of poor Borrowers, 
be not worth the Notice of the Houſe : Their uſual Rate of latereſt, for Money lent upon 
Plate, being 4.4. per Month, for 20s. which is 201. per Cent. per Arn. and 64. per Month oa 
other Goods, being 3. per Cent. And they ſeldom lend any more upon Goods than one 
third Part of the real Value: And if it be not repaid in 12 Months, (together with ſuch

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HE Exportation of One Hundred and Thirty Tnouſand Pounds in Gold, into the | 
Gulf of Holland, iu One Month and Eight Days laſt paſt, as appears by our Bills of 
Ratry ; with a fair Surmiſe, that a greater quantity hath been Clandeſtinely Ship'd 
off, as likewiſe a large quantity of Silver, being join'd to the difficulty, that the Woollen- Mann 
fac&turers of this Kingdom, for a conſiderable time, laſt paſt, hath been under, in gettine Silver 
for Gold, and that without ſome ſpeedy ſupply of Silver Coin in Shillings and Six-peaces, this 
noble Commerce which Providence hath happily bleſs! vs wich, muſt inevitably flak; will 
be a fair Juſtification of this Rural Addreſs. When fo violkkar a Draught is upon us ia Sil- 
ver and Gold, we can expect no ſupply from Foreign Importation, nor will a total ſtop to 
the Exportation relief, when Silver and Gold is as well taken in at Cadiz as here, to ſupply 
the Occaſions of thoſe Trades which drain our Treaſure. Whea St. Pau! preach'd down 
the Temple of Diana, the Silver-Smiths exerted their whole Strength ro ſupport their Pro- 
fit, and as now left no Stone unturn'd to Maintain their Ground, Even reprinted Dr. 
Lock's Republican Poſition, that Authority had no power in altering the value of our Silver. What 
(in great Submiſſion) I offer at, is an immediate Advance of our Silver Coin, and a Security to it 
when Coin'd. The Ounce of Silver which from 0z1wright the Saxon King continued for man 
Hundred Years at Twenty-Pence ; was advanced to Thirty-Pence in the Second Year of King 
Henry the 6th; it was advanced to Forty-Pence by King Eaward the 4th; to Forty Five-Peace 
and Forty Eight-Pence in the Reign of King Henry the Sth; and to Sixry-Pence by King Edward 
the 6th. The Ground upon which theſe Advances were made, could be no other, then the keeping 
an Equality with Foreign Standards with whom we Traded. And by this Rule (which was 
ſtrenuonſly urg'd) at the laſt new Coinage of our Silver, our Standard ought to be advanced 
to Sixty Five-Pence, to equa! the Rix-Dollars of Germany, and Holland, and the Crown piece 
of France, This being uadeniable matter of Fat, his Majeſty's Proclamation jn adjuſting this 
important Aﬀair, in an Equality with Foreign Standards, and giving that Advantage to thoſe 
of his own Subje&s, thar brought Plate to be Coined into Shilliags and Sixpences, it would im- 
mediately advance a Stock of Silver Coin, and be a relief to Trade, allowing the advance to our 
Silver Coin now ſtanding, (which I take to be much leſs then reported by ſome) unto a limited 
time, that it might he new Stamp'd ; which advantage being ſtrictly limited to his Majeſties 
Natural Born Subjeqs it could not be look'd upon with an ill Eye, altho? an eaſy Profit ; 
by this expedient, according to our nice Polititians, we ſhall have as much for our Crown as it 
Weighs, and it will be ſome ſmall ſecurity againft its being melted down. And as I have been 
here Labouring for this conveniency to Negotiate this noble Fabrick of ours. I am now to 
fix this Treaſure of our Silver Coin by an expedient which is much more Advantagious to 
our Woollen-Manufatury. And in order to this, I muſt beg leave to recite the Reſtrictions 
under which the Flouriſhing Trade of Queen Elizabeth was carried on. All Intereſt of Mony was 
ſop'd by her Brother King Edward the 6th, which turn'd Drones into Bees. The Wear of Silks was 
ſtop'd by her Siſter Quzea Mary, by all Perſons nnder the degree of Quality, and if any Ser- 
vant wore aily Silk, if the Maſter did not put her forth of her Service ia Fourteen Days, or did 
'retain her again, he forfeited Oae Hundred Pounds. By a Law made in the Fifth Year of 
Queen Elizabeth, no Foreign Fabrick could be ſold otherwiſe than for ready Mony. And in 
the Thirteen Year of Queen Elizabeth, it was Enacted, that every Perſon above the Age of 
Seven Years, ſhall wear upon the Sabbath and Holy-Day, a Kait Cap made of the Wool of this 
Kingdom, nnder the Penalty of Ten Groats for every Day not wearing ir, except Maids, 
Ladies, &c. What I now, in great Submiſſion, propoſe, is the Revival of this laſt AR, in chang- 
ing the Name of Cap to Hat; in the making of which, we are now come to great PerfeQion, 
and there can be no niore decent Diſtintion or becoming Dreſs to our Women. This Hat 
will be like the Stern of a Ship, guid> all other Habits of the Body, and introduce the wear 
of the Fine-Flaxen-Linnens of Germany, Flanders and Holland Lace, &c. which are the Natural 
Effteas of our Woollen-Manufacture, and top the wear of Muſlings; to purchaſe which, our 
Silver is now ifſued out, and what I farther propoſe, is, a ſtrict Injuntjou of the wear of the . 
Woollen-Manufatture of this Kingdom by all Servants for their upper Garments, with a Penal- 
ty upon the Maſter if the ſaid A& was not complied with; as was the Caſe of Silk in the Reign of 
Queen Mary. In the moſt Flouriſhing Reigns of this Kingdom, as Edward the 3d, Edward the 
4th, Henry the 7th, Edward the 6th, and Queen Elizabeth; we were under Sumptuary Lav's and 
a total ſtop pur to the Cotton Commodities of {ndia;- and Preſidents are ſafe rules to walk by. 
And as this Diſtintion will tend to the Encouragement of our own Products, and be a means

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HE preſent Debt of the Nation amounts to to 55 Millions of Pounds 
Sterling. 

Upon the neareſt Computation the Amount of the Silver and Gold 
Coin in the Kingdom does not exceed Ten Millions, which bein 
taken out of the 55 Millions that the Nation owes, we now ſtand indebted. 
and mortgaged for 45 Millions of Pounds Szerling more than the whole Species 

the Nation. 

Upon the beſt Enquiry and the ſtricteſt Examination that can be made, it 
appears that the Datch, the French, the Spaniards, the Genoeſe, Venetians, Italians, 
Germans, Portugueze, and other Foreigners, have at leaſt 16 Millions of Pounds 
Sterling 1n our Funds. 

For which 16 Millions we pay them upwards of One Million per Annmom for 
Intereſt only. 

This Million we are forced to export in Bullion every Year, which has occa- 
fioned the Melting down great Part of our Silver, and much of our Gold Coia ; 
and unleſs prevented, will, in very few Years, draw away all the Money out of 
the Kingdom. Great Part of the publick Stocks, and other publick Securities, 
which have been purchas'd by the Foreigners, did not coſt them much above 
half the Value they now ſell for : So that, notwithſtanding they have receiv'd

ſuch extravagant Intereſt for what they have purchas'd, yet on Sale of any 


Part thereof, at the current Prizes, they muſt gain above Forty per Cent. on 
their Principal. 

Whatever Money is gained by the Foreigners by their Selling their Stocks 
here to us, at ſo much higher Prices than they bought ?em for, is ſo much real Loſs 
to this Nation; For if a Foreigner ſent (as a great many did) oniy 621. 105. 
nine Years ago, that 63/. ros. did then purchaſe 1oo/. South-SeaStock ; for which 
he has ever ſince received 6 /. per 4Aznum for Intereſt ; and if he now ſells it, he 

will receive 1197. Principal, for what coſt him only 631. 105. So that he 
gains 58 /. 105. upon every 63/. 105. and draws back again from us 
119 l. for every 631. 10s. beſides nine times 6 /. for the nine Years Inte- 
reſt, which is 541. more, and makes together x73/. Upon which Compura- 
tion, they have made, 1n nine Years Time, near 2001. per Cent. Profit on all 
the Stocks they have purchas'd here; and fo in Proportion on Annuities, Claſſes, 
Lottery Tickets, and all other publick Securities purchas'd by them in our Funds. 

The French, foreſeeing the DeſtruQtion of their Kingdom, if they continued 
paying extravagant Intereſt, at the End of the late War, prudently enquired 
into the State of their Revenues, and finding themſelves uncapable to pay ſuch 
large Intereſt any longer, choſe rather that particular and mony*'d Men ſhould 
ſuffer in their private Fortungs, than their Nation ſhould be ruin'd : And 
therefore, by ſeveral Edits, have from Time to Time ever ſince, as the Ne- 
ceſlity of their Afﬀairs requir'd, reduced both rhe Principal and Interett of their 
publick Debts. X 

The Dutch have not only reduced their Intereft very low, but are even un- 
capable to pay their Intereſt, alrho? it is ſo much reduced, and their State is in 
a Manner become Bankrupt. 

England alone continuing to pay ſuch extravagant Intereſt, the Jews and the 
Vſurers amongſt the Foreigners, not being able to make any further Prey of 
other Countries, have pour'd in their Money upon our Funds ; the Lefſening

What little ReduQtion has beea made 1n our Intereſt on the South-Sea Com
